‘What did that say?’ 

Question; Can you have 
Hr a bumper stieker without 

a bumper? Answer: Then, 
no; today, yes. Henry Ford 
introdueed the bumper on 
the Model A in 1927, but 
it wasn’t until 1934 that 
Kansas City silksereen printer Forest P. Gill 
found an adhesive that allowed a paper strip to 
be affixed to a ear’s bumper. Today, of eourse, 
most ears don’t have anything remotely resem- 
bling the eonventional bumper, so stiekers ean 
go anywhere and do, in both senses of that term. 

There is no question, while waiting in a 
line of ears at a traffie light, a driver ean be 
amused, edified, embarrassed, ehagrined, 
angered or dumfounded reading the stiekers, 
patehes and notes on a ear or truek ahead. 
Have you ever wondered how some of these 
were thought up? Was it at a Madison Ave- 
nue advertising firm, at a politieal rally, in a 
moment of divine inspiration or folks just sit- 
ting around a table over a drink? 

Whatever their genesis and whatever 
their message, they are a fixture of Ameri- 
ean life. (It is interesting to note that bumper 
stiekers are virtually unknown in the United 
Kingdom.) They are a readily available and 
inexpensive way of getting one’s message out, 
of stating without qualifieation one’s position 
on an issue, or ehallenging others to think or 
aet. They are, in short, “sound bites” on the 
move. In the eleetion season, and for long after 
it’s over, they are lawn signs without the lawn. 

Now for Question 2: Have you ever read 
someone’s bumper stieker and wished you 
eould have a eonversation with the driver 
(presumably the owner of the stieker)? I rath- 
er doubt it. And why? 

It’s probably beeause the message of most 
bumper stiekers is — to use the eurrent term 
— “in your faee.” Many are ehallenging, 
eonfrontational, even erude. Without pro- 
viding speeifie examples — we’ve all seen 
them — they rarely invite eonversation. They 
make their point and literally move on. 

We seem these days to be eommunieat- 
ing with one another in shorter and shorter 
formats. The deeline of the print media and 
the number of magazines going out of busi- 
ness are just two indieators. More of us turn 
to news aggregators sueh as Google to stay in 
toueh and do so through briefs that gives us 
the bare faets and rarely analysis. Of eourse, 
if one ean stay at the eomputer, there are 
eomments to read, blogs to follow and more 
analysis to be found. But in the end, we often 
swallow the small bits of news as we might 
our daily vitamins, exeept the effeet isn’t as 
salutary. And with e-mail, Faeebook, Twitter 
and other soeial media, you might ask your- 
self when was the last time you sat down and 
literally wrote someone a letter. 

As the November eleetion eampaign 
begins really to heat up, might we all make 
some time to get beyond “bumper stieker” 
statements of our preferenees? Might time 
spent at a house party talking with the ean- 
didates and with one another help us eaeh to 
make better ehoiees? 

Yes. It does take time. But then, the stakes 
are awfully high.

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News in Brief 

• We have an education-funding win- 
ner: The state House and Senate leadership 
and Gov. John Lynch are in agreement on 
an education funding constitutional amend- 
ment. This marks the first time all three have 
agreed on an amendment since the first Cla- 
remont decision in 1993. “[The proposed 
amendment] maintains this responsibility, 
allows for targeting aid and also allows for 
mitigation of local disparities,” said state Sen. 
Lou D’Allesandro, D-Manchester, in a state- 
ment. “Most importantly, it gives the public 
the opportunity to express their opinion. I’ve 
been focused on the issue of education fund- 
ing since I first arrived here at the State House 
in 1972 and we’ve been talking about it ever 
since. This amendment gives us the abili- 
ty to end the discussion by putting a fair and 
sound education funding policy in its place.” 
To get the amendment on the statewide bal- 
lot this fall, the House and Senate must agree. 
The amendment was expected to be voted on 
this week. The two houses don’t need Lynch’s 
support for that, but it stands a much better 
chance of passing if all three are on board. 
Gubernatorial candidate Ovide Lamontagne 
credited the House, the Senate and Lynch for 
the amendment, which he said he’d support 
as it would restore local control of policy and 
funding decisions, “while shifting the role 
to the legislature for targeting aid to com- 
munities that need it most, and eliminating 
the inequitable donor town system.” Since 
the state Supreme Court’s Claremont deci- 
sion, the state has been forced to distribute 
the same amount of money, called adequacy 
aid, per student per district, regardless of how 
much each community spends on education. 
Not everyone is thrilled with the amend- 
ment; the Republican Liberty Caucus of New 
Hampshire is urging lawmakers to defeat the 
measure. Carolyn McKinney, chairwoman of 
the Republican Liberty Caucus, said the lan- 
guage would lead to greater taxation. She was 
also concerned the amendment would threat- 
en the roles of parents and local communities 
in the educational decision-making process. If 
the House and Senate agree in the committee 
of conference, the amendment would be add- 
ed to the ballot this fall, where it would need a 
two- thirds vote for approval. 

• Silva replaces Bettencourt as House 
Majority Leader: Rep. Peter Silva, R-Nash- 
ua, was recently named House Majority 
Leader. Silva takes over for former represen- 
tative D.J. Bettencourt, who resigned last 
month after allegations surfaced he lied about 
an internship he had with fellow Rep. Bran- 
don Giuda, R-Chichester. Silva has served 
as deputy majority leader and serves on the 
Judiciary Committee. He is currently in 
his fourth term. “Pete is the right person to 
lead the caucus as we close out the end of 
this legislative session and work on deliver- 
ing many important priorities to the citizens 
of New Hampshire,” House Speaker William 
O’Brien, R-Mont Vernon, said in a statement. 

• Exit 8 ramp still closed: The southbound 
Exit 8 on-ramp for Interstate 93 in Manches- 
ter will be closed for another three weeks. The 
state Department of Transportation recent- 
ly announced repairs on several bridges on 


Interstate 93 in Manchester in the Stevens 
Pond area were extended following unfore- 
seen concrete repairs to several bridges. The 
on-ramp is scheduled to reopen on Tuesday, 
June 19. Motorists should also expect daytime 
closures of the Exit 8 northbound on-ramp 
and off-ramp from Monday, June 18, to Mon- 
day, July 23. 

• Labor group eudorses Kuster: The New 

Hampshire AFL-CIO recently announced it 
would endorse Anne McLane Kuster in her 
run for Congress in the 2nd District. “Annie 
is a fighter and we know that if we send her 
to Congress she will stand up for New Hamp- 
shire’s hard working families,” said Mark 
MacKenzie, president of the New Hampshire 
AFL-CIO. “We need to send Annie down to 
Washington to fight for us and the interests 
of the middle class.” Kuster is challenging 
incumbent Rep. Charlie Bass. Bass narrow- 
ly defeated Kuster in 2010, when it was an 
open seat. 

• Business coalition hosts candidate 
roundtables: The New Hampshire House 
Business Coalition recently hosted Democrat- 
ic gubernatorial candidates Jackie Cilley and 
Maggie Hassan in its Business Roundtable 
Series last month. The Coalition will contin- 
ue the series this month with the Republican 
candidates. Ovide Lamontagne will take part 
in a roundtable event on Wednesday, June 13, 
and Kevin Smith will take part on Wednes- 
day, June 20. The events take place at the 
Northeast Delta Dental building at Two Del- 
ta Drive in Concord and are co-sponsored by 
the Greater Concord Chamber of Commerce. 
Registration — and coffee and doughnuts — 
begins at 8 a.m., with the roundtable running 
from 8:30 to 9:30 a.m. The events are free 
but registration is required. Send e-mail to 
repsanbom@gmail.com. Visit www.probusi- 
nessnh.com. 

• Voter ID requirement expected to pass: 

The House and Senate recently agreed to pass 
a voter identification requirement. The mea- 
sure would require identification — the list of 
valid options is expansive — and an affida- 
vit for this year’s elections, but subsequently 
will limit the kinds of photo identifications 
that are considered valid, and will take pho- 
tos of those who do not bring identification to 
the polls. It would not take effect until Sept. 1 , 
2013. The agreement was expected to be vot- 
ed on this week in both bodies. “Government 
integrity begins at the ballot box,” said House 
Speaker William O’Brien, R-Mont Vernon. 
“New Hampshire citizens deserve the right 
to have their vote counted rightfully, and not 
diluted. This law will bring integrity to the 
voting system and will ensure that everyone 
who is a legitimate voter will have a right to 
vote and that those who cannot identify them- 
selves and know they should not vote, are sent 
on their way.” Gov. John Lynch vetoed a voter 
identification bill last year. 

• More beds for mentally ill inmates: 
The state Department of Corrections opened 
a new 8,000-square-foot, 40-bed wing of the 
Secure Psychiatric Unit/Residential Treat- 
ment Unit in Concord last week. The new 
wing will be used to provide treatment and 
support for inmates with mental illnesses 
who are unable to function within the gen- 
eral prison population, according to a state 



press release. The new wing was part of a 
capital improvement project implemented in 
response to the 2007 Holliday Court Order, 
which required the department to co-locate 
a 40-bed residential treatment unit and to 
maintain 30 beds for patients who are civil- 


ly committed to the Secure Psychiatric Unit. 
The legislature allocated $3.3 million in cap- 
ital funds for the project in 2009. The project 
was completed under budget at a cost of $2.8 
million, the release said.

New Hampshire Liquor Commissioner Mark 
Bodi was named chairman of the Nation- 
al Alcohol Beverage Control Association, the 
trade association for all 18 state and numer- 
ous county control jurisdictions in the country. 
The organization promotes responsible alco- 
hol policies and serves as a clearinghouse for 
research, statistics and sales data, accord- 
ing to an organization press release. “Mark 
Bodi is nationally recognized in our industry as 
an individual with great insight in marketing, 
public policy and innovation,” said past chair- 
man Patrick Stapleton. Bodi is the seventh 
chairman from New Hampshire, the first since 
1999. It is a one-year appointment. This is a 
nice comeback for Bodi. About two years ago 
he was underfire and nearly lost his commis- 
sioner job after he allegedly intervened in an 
incident with a local bar.

With former House majority leader D.J. Betten- 
court resigning last month after news broke 
that he lied about a law school internship this 
past semester, questions have surrounded 
O’Brien. How much did he know about Betten- 
court’s transgressions and when did he know 
it?

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Save the New England cottontail 

How? Bring back the shrubby thickets!

The rabbits are in trouble. There are prob- 
ably about 50 to 100 New England eottontail 
rabbits left in New Hampshire, and there are 
none left in Vermont. Habitat loss is at the 
heart of the eottontails’ demise. 

‘The speeies has been deelining for a eouple 
deeades,” said Heidi Holman, wildlife diver- 
sity biologist with New Hampshire Fish and 
Game. The speeies was petitioned to be listed 
as an endangered speeies, and it beeame a ean- 
didate speeies in 2006. 

Offleials are working to save these rabbits, 
and that means eutting down some trees. 

The eottontail likes bushy, shrubby areas, 
early sueeessional stage habitat. After the Civ- 
il War ended, people started to abandon farms. 
Those farms, in a few years, turned into per- 
feet habitat for New England eottontails, and 
the rabbits thrived. But by the 1970s that hab- 
itat had ehanged to forest, said Riehard Lutz, 
exeeutive direetor of the New Hampshire 
Assoeiation of Conservation Distriets. 

“The turkey lives in the forest,” Lutz said. 
“Rabbits don’t.” 

Everyone wants to keep New England eot- 
tontails off the endangered speeies list. The 
speeies will be eoming up for review in 2014. 
It might be listed for a short time. Lutz said. 

“New Hampshire needs to demonstrate it’s 
doing a lot to improve the habitat,” Lutz said. 

“We’re working with private landowners to 
ereate [the rabbits’] niehe habitat, the thieket and 
shmbs, that they need to survive,” Holman said. 

People in New England see plenty of rab- 
bits, but what they are most likely seeing is the 
eastern eottontail. The eastern eottontail was 
introdueed to this region for hunting. It is more 
aggressive, has slightly larger ears and is fast- 
er. The eastern eottontail is most likely the one 
snaeking on vegetable gardens. Lutz said. 

“The New England eottontail relies on hid- 
ing,” Lutz said. “A New England eottontail 
will starve to death under shrubs rather than 
eome out and eat.” 

So how to ereate habitat for New England 
eottontails? Get out the ehainsaw. Offieials 
have spent time in reeent years eutting trees 
down on the Seaeoast and around Great Bay. 
Offleials worked to ereate 35 aeres of habitat 
in Lee this spring. Biologists are planting rasp- 
berries, silky dogwood, junipers and hazelnuts. 
Offieials are targeting forests with trees less 
than 10 inehes in diameter. Lutz said. 

The effort in New Hampshire is part of a 
regional effort that ineludes six other states. 
The habitat restoration effort began in foree in 
2009. Several ageneies are taking part, inelud- 
ing the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Serviee, New 
Hampshire Fish and Game, the University of 
New Hampshire Cooperative Extension, the 
Natural Resourees Conservation Serviees and 
the Assoeiation of Conservation Distriets. 

Onee trees are eut, the name of the game is 
to let the brush eome in and to prevent invasive 
speeies from taking over. Some invasive speeies 
are prevalent where eottontails would live. Offi- 
eials are using pestieides and eontrolled bums 
and digging them out with shovels. Lutz said. 

New England eottontails would live through- 
out southern New Hampshire. They did live in 
the Conneetieut River Valley at one point, and 
used to inhabit areas as far north as Laeonia. 

Offieials are foeusing their efforts in areas 


where there are small but existent New Eng- 
land eottontail populations. If suffieient 
habitat is ereated, the hope is that the eotton- 
tails’ offspring would disperse and eolonize 
that habitat, Holman said. 

“But sinee there are so few New England 
eottontails, we aren’t going to be able to rely 
on what’s left to eolonize the new habitat,” 
Holman said. 

There are some aetive populations in the 
state, but to get populations moving, reintro- 
duetion is neeessary. Offieials are expeeting 
to take some New England eottontails from 
Roger Williams Zoo in Rhode Island when the 
time is right, whieh is when the eleared land 
grows baek enough to provide suffieient eov- 
er. Lutz said that will be in about five years. 

“The New England eottontail is sort of the 
poster ehild for a whole diverse arrangement 
of speeies that depend on that type of shrub- 
by thieket habitat,” Holman said. “The work is 
not just for the New England eottontail.” She 
added there are more than 70 speeies that need 
shrubby thiekets. 

Historieally, the New England eottontail 
existed in patehes throughout the Northeast, 
never in eontiguous numbers. The rabbits lived 
wherever there were disturbanees, sueh as fires 
or windfalls. The population followed thiekets. 

“And so now these disturbanees don’t hap- 
pen anymore,” Holman said. Combine that 
with the laek of human disturbanees, sueh as 
elearing land for farming or large- seale tim- 
ber operations, and general development, and 
there is little opportunity for eottontails. 

“Basieally, it’s elimax forest or it’s field, and 
that’s what people are used to at this point,” 
Holman said. “There is not a lot of age elass in 
between, whieh brings in a lot of biodiversity 
for plaees where wildlife ean live.” 

Emma Careagno, with the University of 
New Hampshire Cooperative Extension, is 
foeused on reeruiting private landowners to 
ereate habitat on their property. 

“...It’s not always the easiest thing to 
eonvinee them to do,” Careagno said. “Under- 
standably, we sort of eherish our mature forests 
and open fields. People aren’t as interested in 
dense, tangled thiekets on their property. But 
onee we edueate them about the New England 
eottontail and other speeies that require that 
habitat, they understand....” 

Biologists are targeting speeifie areas, but 
that’s not to say Careagno isn’t happy to help 
landowners outside those areas. The Natu- 
ral Resouree Conservation Serviee, whieh is a 


program of the USD A, has programs that pay 
landowners to ereate the habitat. 

“We are lueky that they’re sueh a eharismat- 
ie speeies,” Careagno said. “People ean get 
behind it pretty easily.” 

The eastern eottontail ean survive in more 
open areas, but the New England eottontail 
lives only in shrubby thiekets. It’s not that there 
is anything wrong with the eastern eottontails, 
but sinee they are more aggressive, it’s impor- 
tant to reintroduee New England eottontails in 
plaees that don’t already have thriving eastern 
eottontail populations. 

Telling the two rabbits apart is ehallenging. 

“You’ve got to have them both in your 
hand,” Lutz said. “If you see one in a field, it’s 
very diffieult to tell the differenee.” 

The eastern eottontail has a white spot on 
its head between its ears, and the New Eng- 
land eottontail has a blaek spot. While doing 
population estimates, biologists eolleet rabbit 
pellets to eonduet DNA samples. Lutz said. 

With eastern eottontails and New Eng- 
land eottontails looking so similar, hunting is 
prohibited in areas where the New England 
eottontail is known to live, Careagno said. 

The relationship between New England eot- 
tontails and eastern eottontails is somewhat 
unknown. The eastern eottontail was intro- 
dueed to this region in the early part of the 
last eentury to inerease hunting opportuni- 
ties. Sinee then, biologists have seen eastern 
eottontail populations eontinue to inerease, 
Holman said. There is no evidenee that the two 
speeies ean interbreed. 

New England eottontails faee predation as 
well. Coyote and fox are the predominant pred- 
ators, with the domestie house eat also having 
an impaet, partieularly on younger rabbits. 

“We get a lot of questions about predation,” 
Holman said. “But the habitat they need, if 
it’s available, proteets them from predators. A 
rabbit’s life eyele is very short, and that’s its 
niehe, to feed predators in the landseape....” 

An average rabbit lives for two or three 
years. Holman said rabbits are meant to repro- 
duee in high numbers and replaee themselves 
frequently. 

Offieials have found that in a 12- to 20-aere 
swath of brush, the predators ean’t find all the 
rabbits. But in a swath of brush that is less than 
12 aeres in size, the predators ean get in and 
essentially wipe out the rabbits. Lutz said. 

“We just have to get the word out,” Lutz 
said. During four volunteer days this year, 70 
volunteers helped with plantings.

Bumpy road for NH House 

Dems latch on to Bettencourt scandal

It has not been a good couple of 
weeks for the New Hampshire House of 
Representatives. 

First, there was the Concord Monitor 
report last month alleging that House staffer 
Bob Mead had used taxpayer funds for can- 
didate outreach. Mead apparently filed for 
mileage reimbursement for travel to events 
at which he attempted to recruit candidates. 
He filed for more than $400 worth of travel 
expenses. Mead has since resigned. 

But the pot was only simmering then. It’s 
a full rolling boil now. 

Now-former House Majority Leader D.J. 
Bettencourt was forced to resign nearly two 
weeks ago because he allegedly made up 
reports and documentation for a law school 
internship that he never actually performed. 
Bettencourt reportedly agreed to take part in 
an internship at the firm of fellow Rep. Bran- 
don Giuda, but Bettencourt only showed up 
for about an hour of work. 

Giuda was outraged when he found out 
Bettencourt had submitted extensive doc- 
umentation to the University of New 
Hampshire School of Law detailing an 
11 -week internship. Bettencourt apparent- 
ly made up meetings and court proceedings 
in his reports. Bettencourt did acknowledge 
his misdeeds when he resigned, though it did 
take two tries. 

The impact that these two instances have 
on this year’s election is unclear, but they 
have certainly provided Democrats with 
a big, wide target at which to lob political 
bombs. 

Democrats are pushing now to keep 
the Bettencourt scandal in the news. They 
want to know what House Speaker William 
O’Brien, R-Mont Vernon, knows about the 
scandal — and when he knew it. Democrats 
have sent O’Brien a letter with questions 
regarding when he found out about Betten- 
court’s transgressions. Bettencourt was also 
to begin a new job as executive director of 
the New Hampshire Legal Rights Founda- 
tion, a new nonprofit that O’Brien reportedly 
founded. 

This would really blow up if it some- 
how comes out that O’Brien had any prior 
knowledge of Bettencourt’s non-existent 
internship. That’s certainly what Democrats 
are hoping for. 

“We’ve already seen Democrats calling 
for an investigation,” said political analyst 
Dean Spiliotes. “What they’d like to do is 
find out if leadership knew about this and if 
there was a cover-up. That would certainly 
be more damaging.” 

If information comes out that O’Brien 
somehow knew about this in advance, 
Spiliotes said Democrats would be able to 
paint House Republicans as not really being 
accountable to anyone. 

Even though Bettencourt has resigned. 
University of New Hampshire political sci- 
ence professor Dante Scala said he thought 
the scandal could pose a problem for 
Republicans. 

“It gives Democrats a very good oppor- 


tunity to frame the 
Republican majori- 
ty as corrupt,” Scala 
said. “It’s difficult to 
get voters interested in 
the goings on in Con- 
cord. The stories about 
Speaker O’Brien being 
very heavy-handed, 
that he acts more like a 
czar than a speaker, I think that tends to wash 
over voters as typical politics. But the thing 
about the Bettencourt scandal is that voters 
understand it and it’s easy for Democrats to 
hang this whole culture of corruption in Con- 
cord and hang it on what Bettencourt did.” 

Democrats got that memo. 

“In his pursuit of his extreme, far-right 
agenda. Bill O’Brien has created a culture 
of corruption in the New Hampshire,” said 
Rep. Steve Shurtleff, D-Concord, in a state 
Democratic party press release. “O’Brien, 
Bettencourt and their team have stomped 
on anything that gets in their way, including 
House rules, the New Hampshire Constitu- 
tion, and the people of New Hampshire. It’s 
time Bill O’Brien face the music and tell 
the people of New Hampshire the full story 
behind both these scandals.” 

On the other hand, the election is a long 
ways off, and the GOP will be able to point 
to a number of accomplishments during its 
tenure, not the least of which is that Repub- 
licans held the line on government spending. 

“I don’t believe that voters particular- 
ly care about the inside baseball that is the 
inner workings of the legislature,” said GOP 
political strategist Michael Dennehy. “They 
care about one thing and one thing only and 
that is the result. ... So if Republicans get out 
the message that they trimmed the budget for 
the first time in a decade, that they did what 
voters sent them there to do, then that will 
benefit them tremendously.” 

Dennehy said given that Democrats 
haven’t been in office in the last two years. 
Democrats don’t have anything to run on. 

“All they can do is point to a so-called 
controversy, any controversy, with House 
leadership in particular,” Dennehy said. 
“They probably today think the D.J. Betten- 
court scandal will help them in the election, 
but I couldn’t disagree more. It hasn’t affect- 
ed how the House operates or the legislature 
in general. They’ve held the line on spend- 
ing. That’s what voters wanted. All the other 
partisan bickering is just background noise. 
That won’t have any impact on the election.” 

The scandal could provide some political 
cover to other GOP legislators. 

“It’s certainly not going to help any 
Republicans, but it might embolden some 
to break ranks,” Spiliotes said, noting that 
O’Brien had sent a letter to House members 
calling for them to stay unified. 

Democrats will try to keep the news 
on this going for as long as possible. The 
impact could be lasting if more lawmakers 
are ultimately implicated. So far, there is no 
indication that is the case.

Academy of Science and Design moves to Nashua 

The Academy of Science and Design will move to Nashua for 
the 2012-2013 school year. The open-enrollment charter 
school, which currently operates in Merrimack and will 
move to 486 Amherst St. in Nashua, needs more space. 
Thomas Frischknecht, chairman of the board of directors, 
has seen enrollment grow rapidly. The school takes students 
from grades 6 through 12 and focuses on science, math, 
engineering and design. Visit www.asdnh.org. 


How are things going with the 
® expansion? 

# It’s going well. . . . [The 
Building Search Committee is 
working with planning officials and the 
fire department in Nashua to make sure the 
building is code-compliant.] ... We receive 
the keys of the building on July 1 . 

How did you get to this point where you 
needed to expand? 

First, this is a strategy. This is the fifth 
year of the school being open. . . . The plan 
has always been to, when we get to what 
we define as critical mass with regard to 
the number of students, we would move. 
You have to look at it from a business per- 
spective as well. Certainly, there has to be a 
certain amount of revenue to pay the bills. 
It has to be sustainable to accomplish that. 
... We knew exactly how much we need- 
ed to grow over a certain period of time. 
So there was no surprise in that. What we 
know is we have to get to about 430 to 450 
students over the long term so we’re sus- 
taining revenues. ... Our schedule was that 
by the end of Year 5, we would move. And 
that’s where it is. ... We have about 275 
students. We cannot take another 15 or 20 
on because we would literally be worried 
about code compliance with the town. 

Why do you think so many students 
were enrolling? 

There is a really great need for a [Sci- 
ence, Technology, Engineering and 
Mathematics-focused (STEM)] school, 
and a STEM-focused education. ... We 
have been fortunate that there is a huge 
interest for a STEM-related education. ... 
Having said that, from Day 1, when we 
opened up the school, the community’s 
interest in bringing children to our school 
has been greater than we could offer. ... 
We doubled almost every year. ... We’ve 
never done marketing. This is just word of 
mouth. . . . The following year we had more 
than 120 seats and we opened it up. We got 
way over 200 applicants that completed the 
application. That’s not even counting the 
ones who didn’t complete the process. You 
can see the demand is huge .... We have 
students coming from over 30 districts in 
New Hampshire. ... They’re driving in. 

How has the school been received in 
Nashua? 

There are people who are happy and peo- 
ple who are not going to be happy. We can’t 
please everybody. We tried to find the most 
friendly move possible. We tried to find a 
location and a building that would have had 
the least impact on the entire community. 
Initially, we tried to stay inside of five min- 
utes of the present location in Merrimack. 
We were not able to. We looked at literal- 


ly almost every building that had enough 
space from Manchester to the border of 
Massachusetts along the Route 3 corridor. 
We didn’t want to cross the river. ... We 
ended up in Nashua. ... The building needs 
very little adjustment to run the school. 

Sounds like the process was involved, to 
say the least. 

Yes. The committee’s goal was not just 
to take the first possible building they 
found. It was probably a six-month pro- 
cess. ... An extensive amount of work had 
to be done to make sure it was the right 
choice. 

How did you first get involved? 

My son joined the school in 2009. ... I 
was trying to figure out how to support my 
son and be there for the school. A board 
seat opened up and I was elected to be on 
the board. ... One year into it, they asked 
me to be chairman of the board. 

What was it about the school that 
appealed to your son? 

We pulled him out of Amherst Middle 
School because we really felt like he was 
under — he was bored. Let’s face it. He 
was not challenged enough. And he was 
going down a slippery road of habits that 
we didn’t like. So we took him out of the 
school. ... Things were simply too easy 
for him there. When we heard about the 
school, we asked whether we could sit in 
with my son in one of the classes, a math 
class at the time. It was very important to 
my son how they encouraged interaction 
and how interested the other students were. 
In other words, it was OK to be a geek 
[laughing]. ... It’s kind of like a melting 
pot of people who really want to be there. 
Rarely do you find a student who doesn’t 
want to be there. ... There’s more demand 
there. There is more work involved. There 
is more homework involved. But the good 
part is the teachers have such an interest. 
If you teach at [the Academy], you real- 
ly want to be there. The teachers are so 
engaged there. Their interest is truly in 
helping the students succeed. 

[Frischknecht talked about how char- 
ter schools need community support,] 

Charter schools have to live off a third 
of the budget of a regular school. ... We 
are very strapped for resources and funds. 
We need the community to help us suc- 
ceed. ... Communities have to realize 
that charter schools are a good thing for 
the future because it creates competition, 
which means we’re improving education 
for every child. Competition creates bet- 
ter offerings.

Central Starts New Century Off By Winning The Rare Triple Crown 

It was the first year of the new century when Bike Week was underway, the great Hank Aaron was in New Hampshire to receive 
an honorary degree from Dartmouth, the curse of the Bambino was holding strong at Fenway and the Central baseball team was in 
Keene and trying to complete a run for the high school triple crown after already winning the Class L title in football and basketball. 
It was a title game that did not come as they drew it up, where the Green were just a 14 seed and in their way was scrappy 12 
seed Exeter as both teams came in at 12-10. Central jumped out with a run in the top of the first and Exeter came back with 2 in 
the bottom half of the inning. It stayed that way behind the pitching of Central’s Ricky LeClerc until the Green’s Martin Ryan 
knocked in Steve Smith to tie it up. The Blue Hawks immediately countered with a run in the home half to regain a one run lead. 
But LeClerc tied it again with a solo homer in the 6th and an inning later the game’s hitting star knocked in 2 more with a double 
to give Central the lead for good.

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Deep greens and blues 

Elements of timelessness in a 21st-century exhibit

Step into the Currier Museum of Art’s Put- 
nam Gallery between Saturday, June 9, and 
the end of September, and you’ll be immersed 
in a larger-than-life eontemporary landseape 
of blues and greens. Waves, elouds, billows 
of smoke — or are they mountain ranges? — 
envelop you onee you walk inside. 

Cristi Rinklin, assoeiate professor of visu- 
al arts at the College of the Holy Cross in 
Woreester, Mass., has ereated a site-speeifie 
installation titled “Diluvial,” her first for the 
Currier, for its gallery, whieh was added to the 
museum’s spaee during its 2008 expansion. 
The exhibit is part of the Currier’s Contempo- 
rary Conneetions series. 

A painter her entire life, Rinklin has eon- 
eeived an exhibit that floods the gallery and 
leaves it spaeious, almost empty, at the same 
time. The exhibit is a eombination of hand- 
painted, digitally seanned, blown-up paintings 
that play upon the gallery’s high windows, 
painted and seanned wallpaper on the two 
walls elosest to the windows, and two hand- 
painted murals on the opposite side of the airy 
spaee. The pieees somehow work together to 
ereate simultaneous feelings of tranquility 
and foreboding. 

Boston-based Rinklin is an artist of the 21st 
eentury. She uses peneils and paintbrushes 
and Photoshop to make her works eome to life 
and internet with physieal spaee. Represented 
by Steven Zevitas Gallery in Boston, Rinklin 
says the Currier’s eolleetion of 19th-eentu- 
ry New England landseape paintings inspired 
the installation, the name of whieh is a refer- 
enee to the Great Biblieal Flood, yet another 


positioning of opposites — in this ease, the 
juxtaposition of the eontemporary and the 
historie. 

“A lot of the work eame from my voeabu- 
lary of imagery in dialogue with the Currier’s 
eolleetion and the region,” said Rinklin. ‘T 
wanted [the work] to relate to the landseape” 
of New Hampshire and to “ineorporate some 
of the elements [of the 19th-eentury paint- 
ings] into my sketehes.” 

Rinklin’s proeess for ereating the win- 
dow panels began with hand-painting small 
pieees, whieh she then seanned onto her eom- 
puter. She used Photoshop to ereate layers and 
slightly play with the images and then sent the 
image files to a printing eompany to be blown 
up to a height of 10 feet as lambda prints. 

Rinklin first ereated images using this 
detailed proeess for a 2006 installation for the 
Remis Seulpture Court at Tufts University in 
Medford, Mass. Her new window panels, like 
those ereated for the seulpture eourt, are semi- 
translueent, resembling stained glass. 

“There is an obvious assoeiation with 
stained glass, but the [images] are a synthetie 
teehnology while the glass is organie materi- 
al,” Rinklin said. “There is also a relation to 
sereen and projeetion ... [whieh] is our portal

in a lot of ways, [or how] we engage with the 
world, our imagination and a way we eseape. 
[Sereens] are ubiquitous” in our lives. Rinklin 
deseribes the pieees as representing the uneer- 
tain and volatile spaee between destruetion 
and renewal, an ever-present eyele. 

The two other eomponents of the 
exhibit, the wallpaper and murals, were hand- 
designed, seanned, printed and hung, and 
sketehed and hand-painted, respeetively.

explore for this spaee.” The exhibit marks the 
first site-speeifie installation for the gallery, 
Bozienik said.

Nashuans stay busy in the sun 

SummerFun series kicks off this Saturday

The Nashua SummerFun series started in 
the 1970s as a way to keep families in Nashua. 

“You don’t have to travel to have free, fam- 
ily fun in the summer, and with gas priees so 
high this year, the series gives families a rea- 
son to stay,” said Nashua Parks and Reereation 
manager Tom Dwane. 

Indeed, eity offieials ensure that there are 
events going on every week for kids and fami- 
lies during the warm summer months, and the 
aetivities draw in thousands of residents eaeh 
year. 

The series kieks off on Saturday, July 9 — 
it’s SummerFun Opening Day at the Greeley 
Park Bandshell. Folks who arrive at 10 a.m. 
will eateh the Spartan Drum and Bugle Corps 
performanee and hear weleoming remarks by 
Mayor Donnalee Lozeau following at 10:30 
a.m. 

At 1 1 a.m. Mareus Gale will perform ehil- 
dren’s songs, and at noon there will be a L’il 
Iguana interaetive safety performanee. Visi- 
tors who stop by at 12:45 p.m. will get a karate 
demo by IKS, and at 1 : 1 5, students from Nash- 
ua High Sehool South will perform their “Rise 
Above Hate” anti-bullying program. 

Between the events, kids ean get their faee 
painted, eool down with some iey snow eones, 
jump around in the bounee house and get a 
eartoon portrait done by a earieaturist. 

SummerFun Opening Day is the first but not 
the largest of Nashua’s summer events. The 
eity’s July Fourth Field Day is Wednesday, 
July 4, from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. at Holman Sta- 
dium, featuring earnival games, snow eones 
and fireworks at dusk. Experieneed and inex- 
perieneed fishers alike ean taekle the Fishing 
Derby on Saturday, July 14, at the Horses 
Pond Fish Club, 9 to 11 a.m., with awards to 
be given for the first fish eaught, biggest fish 
brought in, and other speeial aehievements. 
But it’s the Fairytale Festival that the eity priz- 


es as its “erown jewel,” Dwane said. It will 
take plaee Saturday, July 21, at the Greeley 
Park Bandshell, from 10 a.m. to 1 p.m. This 
year, the theme is “Around the World in 180 
Minutes,” a spinoff of the book Around the 
World in 80 Days, Dwane said. Musie and the- 
atrieal aets from China, India, Russia, Austria, 
Ghana Span and the West Indies will be per- 
formed 10 a.m. to 1 p.m., and there will be 
food, games, a bounee house, earieaturist and 
a “fairy art” sehool where kids ean ereate fairy 
tale tiaras, shields and magie wands. Attendees 
are eneouraged to dress in their best eostumes. 

The last big event of the series is Chil- 
dren’s Day, whieh is Saturday, Aug. 1 1 , also at 
Greeley Park. It’ll have a bounee house, eat- 
ing games, an egg toss, earieaturists and faee 
painting. Wayne from Maine will perform at 
10 a.m.. Independent Karate Sehool will show 
a safe defense demo and at noon BJ Hiekman 
(“Triekster Extraordinaire”) will perform.

Fun on the run 

Kids don’t consider it ‘exercise’

You can see them nearly any day of the 
week, in almost all types of weather: runners, 
those solitary figures, jogging on roadsides, 
bike paths and school tracks. Running can 
be a solo activity, but some runners in Der- 
ry decided their pastime could also provide 
opportunities for social interaction and new 
friendships. The Greater Derry Track Club 
was born from this idea 38 years ago. GDTC 
members didn’t stop at the idea of build- 
ing adult camaraderie; they decided to share 
their love of running with kids, by starting 
the popular Kids Summer Fun Runs. 

This summer the GDTC’s Kids Summer 
Fun Runs will be held weekly on Tuesday 
evenings, beginning June 26 and ending Aug. 
7. The Fun Runs are usually held at Pinker- 
ton Academy’s track in Derry, but they are 
being moved to Londonderry High School 
this summer because Pinkerton is redoing its 
track. Londonderry High School’s track is 
located behind the high school at 295 Mam- 
moth Road. 

The GDTC website says the Fun Runs are 
open to “all children age 1-92.” Registration 
begins at 6 p.m. and the races start at 6:30 
p.m. Instead of charging a fee, the club asks 
for a donation of a nonperishable food item. 
Last year, GDTC donated literally a ton of 
food to the St. Thomas Aquinas Food Pan- 
try in Derry. 

Bob and Maureen Knepp currently coordi- 
nate the Fun Runs for the GDTC. Bob Knepp 
said about 400 kids typically come to the 
weekly Fun Runs. 

Knepp said when kids register for a race, 
they are given a bib with a number, which 
they can use each time they attend a Fun 
Run. He said about three-quarters of the kids 
come back to race every week. Knepp said 
the kids are divided into groups by age. Each 
group is led through stretches before a race. 
Some coaching takes place, too, Knepp said, 
especially with the kids who are 7 to 13 years 
old. Knepp said they talk about pacing and 
how to run 200 meters. He said the kids learn 
that if they run too fast they will wear out. 

Distances are set with the groups’ ages 
in mind, with 2- and 3 -year-olds heading 
to the infield to run, where, as Knepp puts 
it, “they do the 20-meter wander from one 
end to the other.” Kids ages 4, 5 and 6 run 
200 meters, while 7- and 8-year-olds run the 
300-meter. Everyone in these younger age 
groups receives a participation ribbon. The 
9- to 11 -year-old group runs a 600-meter, 
and those who place first, second, or third 
receive a white, red or blue ribbon. 

Knepp said the 12- and 13-year-olds run 
a cross-country mile. He said this age group

usually has a lot of participants. At the end of 
the evening, Knepp said, those older than 13 
are invited to run the adult mile. This is when 
a lot of parents get out on the track to run. 

Throughout the season, kids can accu- 
mulate points for participation or placing in 
races. At the end of the season, prizes are giv- 
en out among the 9- to 13 -year-olds for first, 
second and third place. Knepp said sponsors 
help defray the costs of the ribbons, prizes 
and other expenses associated with holding 
the races, including the watermelon that race 
organizers provide for runners each week. 

Knepp, who coaches Nashua Catholic 
Junior High’s track and cross-country teams, 
said the races are “not a big competition.” 
Rather, he said, the kids are just enjoying 
participating. He said the only time he sees 
some friendly competition is during the adult 
mile, when some of the high school kids rel- 
ish the chance to compete against old friends, 
who have come home from college for the 
summer. Organizers don’t use stopwatches 
to time races, Knepp said, but they do have 
a large clock that displays times for runners 
who want to try to beat their own times the 
next week. 

For parents who may be worried their kids 
aren’t runners, or whose kids haven’t previous- 
ly enjoyed running, Kmepp urges them to try 
the Fun Runs. He said the coaches get the kids 
to cross that finish line and then they feel the 
thrill. Being out running with their friends is a 
huge motivator as well, Knepp said. The kids 
are having fun, he said, and they forget they’re 
even running. 

Knepp said if kids are interested in trying 
running, parents shouldn’t feel like they have 
to go out and spend $100 on running shoes. 
He said as long as kids wear shoes that offer 
more of a cushioned heel than typical dress 
sneakers or basketball shoes, they should be 
fine. For the younger ones, Knepp said, an 
all-around shoe will usually suffice.

I see lots of these in decorative maga- 
zines but none have a value, so I am hoping 
you do and any information that would help 
me.

Dear Melody, 

Your eloek is sweet. You are right when 
you say they are featured in a lot of deeo- 
rative magazines. You usually see them in 
eolleetions of three or more. They do look 
great on a bookshelf or table. 

The Westelox Co. has been around sinee 
turn of the eentury. It was loeated in Illinois 
and produeed these eloeks for many years. 
Identifying them is tough beeause oth- 
er eompanies did, as with everything else 
these days, reproduee them. 

Thanks for the several photos. They 
were a help in determining whether yours 
was a reproduetion or an old one. At first I 
felt this one was from the 1970s — until I 
eaught one last thing that made it an orig- 
inal one from the 1920s. The patent dates 
on the 1970s ones are in the top right baek, 
and yours are in the lower left, where they 
should be. Most — with some exeeptions, 
sueh as yours — just have the “Big Ben” 
words on the front without the Westelox. 

The value, though, is in ones in working 
order, so it’s tough to know a real value for 
yours, but I would say in the $40 range just 
for the deeorative aspeet. If you get it work- 



ing again it eould be in the $100 range to a 
eolleetor. 


A word of adviee. Melody, is to make 
sure the eost of the repair doesn’t exeeed 
the value of the eloek. If it’s tieking and 
keeps time somewhat, then it eould just 
need a eleaning. If you are having trou- 
ble winding it or it no longer even tieks, it 
eould be very eostly. 

Call the shop and I will refer you to a 
loeal gentleman for repairs. Even if you 
ean’t get it running again, I think keeping it 
just for deeorative reasons is a great thing, 
beeause it was your dad’s. Maybe even add- 
ing to the one would be fun.

Attention, lazy gardeners 

Asparagus is a (nearly) free ride

As I am sure you know, once upon a time 
there were three little pigs. One built his 
house of bricks, one of sticks, and the lazy 
one built a house of straw. I forget the details, 
but I think the lazy one got eaten by the wolf 
— a moral for all kids and gardeners. Work 
hard, survive. But one exception to that rule 
is the asparagus patch. Each year you can 
have delicious food relatively work- free. 

OK, I exaggerate. There is consider- 
able work in starting an asparagus patch, 
and a certain amount of work in keeping it 
weed- free. But it should come back reliably, 
year after year. So plant it well and keep it 
mulched to hold down weeds, and you can 
garner rewards year after year. 

Twenty-five plants is a reasonable num- 
ber of plants for a family of four, or for two 
people with my appetite for those sumptu- 
ous green spears. Asparagus needs rich soil 
with lots of nutrients, so have a good supply 
of compost or aged manure and some slow- 
release organic fertilizer at planting time. 

Get a soil test done before you plant, or 
get at least get a kit that will tell you the pH. 
Asparagus does best with a near neutral pH, 
in the range of 6.5 to 7.5. If your pH is less 
than 6.5 you will need to add limestone to 
“sweeten” the soil. The test kit will tell you 
how much limestone you need. 

Before planting, dig out all weeds and 
especially grasses. Rototilling does not kill 
weeds and grasses, it just hides them. And 
they will come back to plague you for years. 
So weed well. 

Because asparagus lasts for many years, 
it is important to enrich the soil more than 
you would for annual veggies like tomatoes 
or lettuce. In the old days — back when I 
was a kid — asparagus beds were dug deep, 
and manure was worked into the soil down 
to a depth of 1 8 inches. Asparagus roots were 
planted in a trench with the crown (where the 
roots originate) planted a foot deep and 18 
inches apart. 

Current thinking is that asparagus still 
needs good loose soil, but that the crown 
only need be planted 6 inches below the soil 
line. Using a hoe or shovel, create a trench 9 
to 12 inches deep and 12 to 18 inches wide. 
Then loosen the soil in the bottom of the 
trench with a spading fork. Space rows 2 feet 
or more apart. 

Plan on working in 4 to 6 inches of aged 
compost into the soil down at the depth 
where the roots will be, and in the soil you 
will use for backfilling the trench. Don’t 
skimp, even if you have good soil. Work the 
compost in with a spading fork or shovel. 
A rototiller would also do the job, but can 
adversely affect soil tilth or texture if done 
when the soil is too moist. And rototilling 
disturbs microorganisms and earthworms in 
the soil. 

I also like to broadcast a generous dose of 
Pro-Gro or other slow-release organic fertil- 
izer everywhere in the planting trench and 
mix it in. A quart yogurt container of organic 
fertilizer is fine for a dozen plants. Azomite, 
a mineral mix that provides micronutrients

is a good additive, too. Green sand is an 
organic source of potassium and micronutri- 
ents from the sea. All of the above should be 
available at your local feed-and-grain store 
or garden center. 

Asparagus roots are now sold that are all 
male — generally anything that has the word 
‘Jersey’ in the name is all male (Is New Jer- 
sey a macho state?). ‘Martha Washington’ is 
the classic asparagus variety, but it has male 
and female plants, so they produce seeds — 
and little seedlings. This is not good. You 
don’t want extra seedlings growing in your 
patch, as they will compete with your plants 
for water and nutrients, just like weeds. Of 
course, you can pull the seedlings growing 
under Martha, and re-plant them elsewhere, 
but that sounds like work to me. 

In the bottom of your trench, build mounds 
of soil/compost mix. Drape the roots over 
the mounds with the crown sitting on top 
of the mound. If the roots are longer than 
your trench is wide, swirl the roots around 
the mound a little. Then gently backfill your 
trench (or hole, if you did individual holes 
instead of a trench). Just an inch or two of 
soil is all that is required at the start. As the 
season progresses and the sprouts grow, add 
more soil/compost mix. By the end of the 
summer your plants should have 6 inches of 
soil over the crown. 

A few recommendations: Have patience. 
Don’t pick any spears this year. Next year, 
just take one or two stalks per plant. Each 
year, take more, but never pick for more than 
4 weeks. Taking too many spears will draw 
down their reserves and weaken the plants. 

Keeping your asparagus patch well-weed- 
ed is important. Wood sides to an asparagus 
bed can help keep out creeping grasses, or 
you can dig a little moat around the bed to 
keep grasses from creeping in. Mulching 
with six pages of newspaper and 4 inches of 
straw will help keep down weeds and will 
hold in moisture. 

Even if you are the quintessential third 
pig when it comes to gardening, don’t be 
lazy when planting asparagus. A little extra 
work now getting out weeds and working 
in healthy soil additives will pay you back 
many times over. Bon appetit!

It’s hip to be at the Square 

Portsmouth celebrates its downtown

Barbara Massar describes Market Square 
Day as a “homecoming” for New Hamp- 
shirites from the Seacoast. 

“People return to the area to visit family 
and friends and to enjoy the festival. That in 
itself says a lot about the community,” said 
Massar, the executive director of Pro Ports- 
mouth, the nonprofit that puts on this event 
each year. “It draws people in from all over 
the region, and it brings people home.” 

Folks will be “coming home” for the 
35th Market Square Day on Saturday, June 
9, from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. in Market Square, 
downtown Portsmouth. The festival draws 
60,000 to 80,000 people each year and fea- 
tures about 100 vendors, a lOK road race, 
concerts and shows. 

The event began in 1978 to celebrate the 
beautification of downtown Portsmouth, 
which, according to Massar, really put the 
town on the map. 

“If you look at photos of the downtown 
40 years ago and then today, well, that’s 
what the first event was all about. Year after 
year, the celebration continued, and at some 
point, the festival became a travel destina- 
tion. I think that in the region, people have 
a respect for history, and know that Mar- 
ket Square Day celebrates the turning point 
of Portsmouth. Downtown was redone and 
refurbished into the wonderful downtown 
that’s there today,” Massar said. 

The event technically kicks off Friday 
night with a historic walk, which starts in 
front of North Church on Friday, June 8, at 
6 p.m., but the festival itself begins on Sat- 
urday at 9 a.m. 

It starts with breakfast, 7 to 10 a.m.: 
Folks can grab some energy at the Middle 
Street Baptist Church (18 Court St., Ports- 
mouth) pancake breakfast, which includes 
coffee, juice, sausage and hand-mixed pan- 
cakes cooked on the griddles for just $5 for 
adults, $2 for children. 

The annual Market Square Day lOK 
Road race also begins at 9 a.m. (It might be 
a good idea to save the pancakes for after 
the race, though.) Starting in Market Square 
and finishing at Strawbery Banke, the race 
features 2,000 runners every year. Some 
young, some old, some pushing baby stroll- 
ers (which are allowed, but it’s requested 
that stroller-pushers run in the back of the 
pack). 

The North Church Stage will be bumpin’ 
from 11:30 a.m. to noon with the Seacoast 
Civic Dance Company, which will perform 
a selection of its 2012 program. Audienc- 
es will get a chuckle at the act following. 
Stranger Than Fiction, the premiere impro- 
visational comedy troupe for the Granite 
State. Stick around for a while longer for 
some folk music from Salt River, from 1 to 2 
p.m. Old Saw will perform from 2:30 to 3:30 
p.m., giving audiences a blend of blues, jazz 
and Americana music, featuring singer/song- 
writer Nickie Fuller Farr and her husband, 
drummer and guitarist Charlie Farr. 

The shows on the Pleasant Street Stage 
begin at 11:30 a.m., starting with the Sea-

coast Repertory Theatre performing 
selections from its musical productions. 
From 12:45 to 1:30 p.m., the Diversified 
Faith Gospel Project will bring a “raise- 
the-rafters” gospel sound to the square, and 
from 2 to 2:45 p.m.. Old Abode, winner of 
Portsmouth’s First Night 2012 Battle of the 
Bands, will perform their indie rock tunes. 
The music ends with “All Together Now,” 
who will play favorite Beatles’ tunes on the 
street. 

Market Square Day also celebrates local 
artists and crafters. This year, the festi- 
val’s logo features Carolyn Vibbert’s design 
illustrating North Church, a tugboat, waves 
and some seacoast fish. It will be splashed 
all over the city on volunteer, race and fes- 
tival T-shirts. 

For the first-time Market Square Day 
visitor, Massar advises walking the entire 
footprint of the festival. 

“There are great crafters, vendors, down- 
town shops all over the area participating. 
It’s a road race, concert and street festival 
— there are so many things going on in one 
day in one place,” she said. 

From 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. on Market 
Square Day, a shuttle bus will run to the 
square from the Fox Run Mall’s overflow 
lot. 

The Hanover Street Parking Garage 
charges a $5 fiat rate from 6 a.m. to 1 
p.m., $3 from 1 to 4 p.m. Congress, Mar- 
ket, Ladd, Fleet, Chestnut, Porter, Church, 
Pleasant, Penhallow and Daniel streets will 
all be closed due to the festival, from 4 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. Visit proportsmouth.org or call 
433-4398.

Reader is right — dealer was sneaky with offer 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

My wife and I just purchased a brand-new 
2012 Nissan Juke SL, with a CVT transmis- 
sion and the 1. 6-liter “turbo” engine. It came 
with a bonus of “lifetime FREE oil changes. ” 
Now that we have driven roughly 1,000 miles, 
we scheduled an appointment with our deal- 
er s service department, and dropped the car 
off without any fanfare. Later, they called my 
wife at home to tell her that the free oil isn ’t 
really free. They say that because our model 
is a turbo (all Jukes have a turbo), it requires 
synthetic oil, and the free oil change offer 
includes only “standard — SAE” engine oils. 
They told us the upgrade to synthetic will be 
$60 more per oil change. My wife said, “No 
thank you, ” and asked them to put in the stan- 
dard oil. The owner s manual, which calls for 
only standard, 5W-30 SAE-grade oil, makes 
no mention of requiring synthetic oil. Did we 
do the right thing? And wasn ’t the dealer being 


a bit slippery? — Craig 

TOM: A bit? Yes, and I’m making notes so 
we ean use this triek on our eustomers in the 
future! 

RAY: Our eontaet at Nissan eonfirmed that 
the Juke requires only standard, SAE 5W-30 
oil, and not synthetie oil. 

TOM: This is a ease where a little diselosure 
would have gone a long way. If the salesman 
had said to you, “We offer free oil ehanges 
for the life of the ear, but that’s only for stan- 
dard oil, and we RECOMMEND synthetie oil 
for this ear, whieh will eost you an extra $60 
per oil ehange,” you would at least have been 
informed that the “free oil ehange” offer was 
not really a free oil ehange offer. 

RAY: Right. At least you would have known 
that going in, and you wouldn’t have felt like 
you got the bait-and-switeh. 

TOM: So here’s what I’d do. Meet with the 
dealership’s general manager, explain what 
happened and propose this solution: Sinee 
synthetie oil eosts twiee as mueh, but needs 
to be ehanged only half as often as standard 
oil, ask if they’ll give you half as many free 
oil ehanges during the life of the ear and sub- 
stitute synthetie oil. If they normally offer a 
free standard oil ehange every 7,500 miles, 
ask them to give you a synthetie ehange every 
15,000 miles instead. 

RAY: If you get turned down, then you’re 
free to — and should — make use of the fol- 
low-up eustomer-serviee surveys and online 


ratings sites to let other potential eustomers 
know that you felt misled. But give the dealer 
a ehanee to resolve it amieably first. 

TOM: And by the way, synthetie oil is great 
stuff, for various reasons. It lasts longer, lubri- 
eates better, deereases our dependenee on 
foreign oil and leaves less used oil that then 
needs to be reeyeled or disposed of. So we don’t 
disagree with the reeommendation of synthet- 
ie oil. We just disagree with the sneaky way the 
dealership handled it. Good luek, Craig. 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I took my van in for an oil change, wip- 
er blades and general inspection. When the 
hood was raised, I discovered that some ani- 
mal, probably a squirrel, had built a large nest 
next to the engine. Dried leaves, weeds, grass 
and stems sat next to the pulleys and belts. The 
mechanic completed the service and suggest- 
ed that the brake and transmission fluids also 
should be changed, and that I needed a new 
battery and tires. I opted to wait till a later 
time. When I got the van home, I saw that all 
of the nesting material was still there. I would 
think that a decent mechanic would have tak- 
en the two minutes necessary to remove the 
foreign materials! Am I mistaken in expecting 
that much help? — Sam 

TOM: No, you’re not mistaken, Sam. He 
should’ve removed the nest. We put on a pair 
of gloves or get out the Shop-Vae, and do it all 
the time for our eustomers. 


RAY: I suppose he may have been afraid to 
remove it. He may fear eontraeting hantavirus. 
Or he may have been opposed to removing it 
on humane grounds. He may believe that it’s 
inappropriate to foreelose on a mouse’s house 
without due proeess of law. 

TOM: But even in that ease, it would have 
been deeent of him to let you know that he 
didn’t remove it. Beeause someone should 
remove it. After all, twigs ean get wedged 
between a drive belt and a pulley, and knoek 
off a belt or get eaught in your fan blower. 
Or, in a worst-ease seenario, dried leaves and 
grasses ean eateh fire. 

RAY: Of eourse, sinee you saw it there, 
too, you eould simply have asked him if he 
would mind removing it for you, rather than 
assuming he would. And then you eould have 
thanked him for it, and everybody would have 
been happy. 

TOM: After all, you did pay for an oil and 
filter ehange, not an oil and filter ehange, plus 
vermin removal. 

RAY: It’s something we do for eustomers, 
Sam. But sinee this guy didn’t do it for you, 
you need to remove it yourself, or find some- 
one who will. And by the way, if you ean see 
nesting materials in the engine, there’s prob- 
ably more inside the air-filter housing, so be 
sure to elean that out, too.

A promising fall 

Will this be the autumn of Microsoft’s content?

Microsoft has let some 
intriguing news slip out the 
W past few weeks. Although 
Windows 7 made a decent 
splash at its release in 2009, 
it was quickly overshad- 
owed by the iPad and other 
tablets redefining what a 
computer really is. Microsoft has been play- 
ing catch-up ever since, and signs indicate 
that this fall might be its redemption. Will it 
be enough to reinvigorate the company and 
cast off the impression that it’s just coasting 
on inertia? Let’s take a look at the stories. 

• Windows 8 Release Preview: Back on 
March 8, I covered the Consumer Preview 
of the next version of Windows. The Release 
Preview, now available for download at Pre- 
view. Windows. com, is essentially a more 
polished beta, but it’s still not ready to be 
sold. Microsoft still “strongly” recommends 
that “only experienced PC users” install 
it; what they really mean is “people com- 
fortable with erasing a whole PC, probably 
more than once.” 

• Windows 8 upgrade pricing: For any- 
one who purchases a Windows 7 machine 
now, it would be very frustrating to see 
brand new Windows 8 machines come out 
in just a few months. That’s why Micro- 
soft is giving buyers a chance to upgrade 
for $14.99 rather than the full retail price. 
In the past, these upgrades for late adopters 
who buy just before a new version comes 
out have been free, so one could look a gift 
horse in the mouth and complain that the 
price has gone up, but Microsoft doesn’t 
really have to offer the upgrade at all. So 
really, be grateful. 

The upgrade offer is good between June 2, 
2012, and Jan. 31, 2013. For all the details.

• Windows 8 tablets: TechRadar is now 
reporting that Windows 8 tablets with Intel 
processors will start shipping in November; 
that’s in line with the estimated release date 
of “fall” for Windows 8 in general. Lenovo, 
Dell, HP and Asus will be among the first 
manufacturers putting out hardware. They’ll 
be more robust (and expensive) than most 
Android tablets, with ports that normally 
show up on PCs. Some of them will be lap- 
tops that convert into tablets. 

There will likely be a few tablets with 
ARM processors before November, running 
a streamlined version of the operating sys- 
tem called Windows RT. Unlike 8, RT won’t 
run legacy Windows programs, but will 
come with its own version of Office that 
includes Word, Excel, PowerPoint and One- 
Note. With luck, these less-capable tablets 
will be cheaper than full Windows 8 tab- 
lets and more in line with Android and iPad 
functionality. 

• Office for iPad: One of the most com- 
mon complaints about tablets is that there’s 
no complete office suite for them. There 
are viewers, there are free suites that most- 
ly pretty much almost support everything in 
Word and Excel files, there are paid suites 
that do a little more, but really what every- 
one wants is good old Microsoft Office 
on their iPad. It’s taken until now for the 
rumors to get firmed up: it’s coming out 
Nov. 10. Probably. That’s the date report- 
ed by The Daily, the iPad-only magazine. 
Apparently programming is done, but test- 
ing and submission to the Apple store will 
take a few more months. 

As for an Android version? Definitely 
maybe.

When Kevin Donahue was growing up, 
he would eome home from sehool, head to 
the kitehen and start eooking. It eame nat- 
urally to him. 

A family friend, a restaurateur in Swit- 
zerland, took note of his eulinary abilities. 
She told the young Donahue that if he 
were to attend eulinary sehool, she would 
set him up with a job in a Swiss kitehen. 
She stayed true to her word, and Donahue 
eompleted an eight-month internship in 
the European eountry as part of his gradua- 
tion requirements at the Culinary Institute 
of Ameriea. 

“It’s very strange, but, even when I was 
a kid up until now, even on the worst day 
I’m having I still get to do what I love, and 
that’s eook,” Donahue said. 

Donahue was approaehed by Dyn ehief 
exeeutive offieer Jeremy Hiteheoek in 
November. Hiteheoek was looking to pro- 
vide his employees with healthier dining 
options. Donahue was intrigued by the 
eoneept of being a professional ehef in a 
eorporate environment. 

Corporate ehefs were not uneommon 
during the teehnology boom in the 1990s, 
but when the eeonomy started to slump 
that sort of job beeame a thing of the past 
for most eompanies, along with eompany 
eafeterias, Donahue said. 

“These type of opportunities don’t just 
eome up,” Donahue said. “Not only am 
I doing exaetly what I wanted to, but the 
quality of life, I enjoy that aspeet.” 

Before joining the Dyn team, Donahue 
worked at four-diamond restaurants on 
Hilton Head Island in South Carolina and 
at restaurants in the Boston area before 
serving as a banquet ehef at Atkinson 
Country Club and, most reeently, as exee- 
utive ehef of XO on Elm in Manehester. 

Donahue designed not only the menu 
at XO but also the kitehen spaee. Having 
put his heart into the Elm Street eatery, he 
opted to stay on board full time through 
his first three months as eorporate ehef at 
Dyn. He has been putting in up to 90 hours 
of work a week at the two jobs but said it 
was worth it. 

“My reward is what eomes now,” he 
said, adding that only reeently finished 
training the eatery’s new top kitehen ehief. 

Working at Dyn will give Donahue the 
ability to develop relationships with the 
eompany’s employees and learn about 
what foods they would like to see on the 
menu. 

“It’s a huge thing for me to have the 
opportunity to do this,” he said. “Not to 
mention the faet I’m working Monday 
through Friday.” 

Donahue reeently had his first full week- 
end off in two years. He ean’t wait to have 
time to plant a garden and go to the beaeh. 
It will also afford him the time to mentor 
loeal eulinary students. 

“Being a ehef ean be brutal. You work 


six days a week . . . first thing in the morn- 
ing until 1 1 p.m.,” he said. “You don’t have 
that work-to-life type balanee.” Donahue 
said he has been able to leave the offiee 
by 5 p.m. some nights but he plans to stay 
in the kitehen for however long is needed. 
“It’s definitely not a 9-to-5 job ... I don’t 
think I eould be a 9-to-5 guy,” he said. 

For now, Donahue spends most of his 
time behind a desk at Dyn — a ehange of 
paee, as he has grown aeeustomed to doing 
many things at onee in a fast-paeed restau- 
rant environment. He’s been meeting with 
the higher-ups to get the ball rolling on 
improving the eompany’s eulinary eulture. 
He was reeently tasked with traeking down 
an authentie eappueeino maker in Boston 
— he found one. 

Dyn will open a private eafe for its 
employees on Dow Street, aeross from 
900 Degrees Pizzeria in the loeation of the 
now-elosed Sweet Retreat Bakery, in mid- 
June. Donahue had always wanted to own 
a bistro-type restaurant or eafe. 

“I’ve been a ehef for so long that I knew 
I didn’t want to own a restaurant,” he 
laughed. Donahue is still developing the 
eatery’s full breakfast and luneh menus, 
with speeials. “The way I look at it,” Dona- 
hue said, “everything will be speeial.” 

Most of the ingredients used in the Dyn 
kitehen will be soureed from loeal farms, 
and most will be organie, Donahue said. 
He plans to give employees the oppor- 
tunity to visit area farms and order fresh 
produee from them direetly through him. 

The eafe will have a New York City- 
themed deeor but still have a “home-style 
feel,” Donahue said. “There will be a ehef 
that knows your name, what you like, what 
you don’t like,” he said, adding that he 
plans to eventually establish a relationship 
with the nearby Gold’s Gym to be able to 
offer sueh exereise-marketed produets as 
protein shakes and energy bars.

ing room for meetings, and Donahue will 
oversee the eatering of all Dyn fune- 
tions. He plans to teaeh eooking elasses 
for employees and eventually pit teams 
against eaeh other in a eulinary ehallenge a 
la Chopped on the Food Network. He will 
teaeh the Dyn staff how to shop, store and 
prepare there food as well as guide them 
toward healthy options. 

“I’m really here more to be a part of an 
environment, eulture and eommunity and 
at the same time enhanee the eommunity 
with what knowledge I have about food,” 
he said. “It’s more interpersonal. I’m not 
just eooking a hamburger and that’s it.” 


Summer salad 

Field greens with sliced prosciutto, caramelized pears, haricot verts and cherry tomatoes with 
burgundy vinaigrette

Burgundy vinaigrette 
2 cups red wine 
!/2 cup sugar 
1 tablespoon shallots 
1 tablespoon garlic 

1 tablespoon Dijon mustard 
!/2 cup red wine vinegar 

2 cups salad oil 

Add sugar and red wine to a 
small saucepan and reduce 
by half the volume. Allow to 
cool completely in 
refrigerator. Once cooled, 
add vinegar, shallots and gar- 
lic and Dijon mustard slowly, 
using a hand blender. Add oil 
to a slightly thick consistency. 

3 cups field green lettuce 

2 pears, peeled and cut into 


medium diced, cooked in a

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Coffee from bean to mug 

Salem roaster takes it slow

As a child, Barry Goldman would turn 
the crank of his grandfather’s small coffee 
roaster over a Bunsen burner in New York’s 
Lower East Side. He would be by his side to 
meet the ships and lug back sacks of green 
coffee beans from Sumatra, Yemen, Hawaii 
or Jamaica. 

But it was two words from Goldman’s 
grandfather that changed his life: Roast 
slowly. 

Goldman converted his 30-pound coffee 
roaster at Coffee Coffee in Salem to roast 
coffee cherries for 30 minutes, rather than 
10, to bring out more natural, unique fla- 
vors. The slow roasting process allows for 
the starches in the cherry to turn into sug- 
ar, which caramelizes and brings out the 
nuances of the bean. 

“We want to have super quality, the most 
we can pull out from a coffee bean — nutty, 
chocolate peach flavors found in the bean 
without flavoring it,” Goldman said. Gold- 
man and his wife, Lynn, opened Coffee 
Coffee on Route 28 in Salem in February. 

“We want it to be casual, friendly and 
have people enjoy a coffeehouse with real 
coffee,” Goldman said. The shop seats 20 
at high-top tables and also has picnic tables 
set in front of its windows and in a park- 
ing space of the plaza. A comer of the cafe 
space is designated for open-mike sessions 
and poetry and book readings. 

Goldman roasts two batches of coffee 
an hour each day and doles out samples 
to interested customers. Each sample is 
poured into a short glass mug to allow cus- 
tomers to see the quality of what they’re 
drinking. 

“We love to have people in to discuss 
everything coffee with us,” Goldman said. 
Customers can watch Goldman roast a 
batch of coffee and do some sampling at 
the shop every Friday at 7 p.m. “It’s Coffee 
101,” Goldman said. 

Goldman gets his clean organic coffee 
directly from small coffee farms in the same 
countries where his grandfather got his cher- 
ries. Goldman also imports his beans from 
Colombia, Costa Rica, Kenya and Papua 
New Guinea. He opts to use clean organ- 
ic coffee because while fair trade means the 
farmer and workers get paid a little more 
(both also profit greatly from growing clean 
organic coffee, he said), it isn’t necessari- 
ly organic. Clean organic coffee, Goldman 
noted, is free of pesticides. 

Coffee served at Coffee Coffee has lower 
caffeine levels than even commercial decaf, 
without having gone through the decaffein- 
ation process. 

“The best coffees in the world are less 
caffeinated and less acidic,” Goldman said. 

Goldman serves what he calls the “dark- 
est coffee in the world” — Sumatran 
Double Dark — at his 2,000-square-foot 
shop, and noted that it has no bitterness. He 
also serves Komodo Dragon, made with a 
blend of coffees from the islands of Indo- 
nesia, and “real” Mocha Java, a blend of 
beans from Yemen and the island of Mocha.

“It’s a complex, wonderful coffee that 
was first brought in on clipper ships by the 
Dutch East India Co.,” Goldman said. “It 
was soggy and moldy, so they washed it off 
and found new chocolate overtones.” All 
of Goldman’s in-house roasted coffees can 
be purchased at the shop in whole bean or 
ground quantities. He also sells roasters and 
green coffee cherries for those wanting to 
try their own hand at roasting. 

Coffee Coffee serves all-natural frozen 
custard from the Chilly Cow in Arlington, 
Mass., including coconut, pistachio and 
honey vanilla granola crunch, which Gold- 
man calls “breakfast ice cream.” 

“Frozen custard has less air and more 
eggs,” Goldman said. “It’s dense, and 
the flavor really comes through. It’s very 
smooth and rich.” 

Coffee ice cream is nowhere to be found 
on the menu. Instead, customers may opt to 
order a cup of vanilla ice cream with a dou- 
ble shot of espresso poured over it. 

Coffee Coffee also serves breakfast and 
lunch items throughout the day. Bagels, 
breakfast sandwiches and make-your-own 
omelets are made to order for early ris- 
ers, and for those looking for a midday 
meal the shop boasts a lengthy menu of 
sandwiches, salads, hot dogs, sirloin ham- 
burgers, spinach pie, hummus and Not 
Your Mother’s Grilled Cheese, a creation 
of Lynn Goldman’s that is made with four 
or five different varieties of artisan cheeses. 
Lynn Goldman also developed more than 
200 soup recipes for the shop, which now 
always offers a vegetarian selection, warm 
soup in the cold months and cold soup — 
gazpacho — in the warm months. 

Bialys, shipped from Coney Island, make 
an appearance on the Coffee Coffee menu 
both as a breakfast item and as a pizza base. 
“If a bagel married an English muffin, their 
kids would be bialys,” Goldman said.

Baby Portobello Mushrooms 

There are many ways to avoid using your 
kitehen all summer. Why would you want 
to avoid your kitehen, you ask? For one, 
the mess. I need a break from eleaning pots 
and pans, and I’m totally over sembbing 
my stovetop. Seeond, when temperatures 
get high, I don’t need the added heat from 
my kitehen applianees. Going out to eat and 
grilling are my favorite kitehen-avoiding 
meehanisms, and I suggest you take a page 
out of my book. I’ll leave the restaurant 
suggestions to better-qualified eolumnists 
and instead give you a reeipe for the grill 
using a tasty perishable ingredient: baby 
portobello mushrooms. 

High in protein, these eommon mush- 
rooms are quite serumptious when grilled. 

They’re low in ealories but are quite filling, 
thanks to the 5 grams of protein per serv- 
ing. Large portobello mushrooms ean work 
well as a burger substitute when grilled and 
topped with Swiss eheese and earamel- 
ized onions. Aeeording to livestrong.eom’s 
nutrition data, these mushroom are rieh in 
L-ergothioneine, a powerful antioxidant. 

Portobello mushrooms beeome very 
juiey when grilled and work well in a shish 
kabob beeause of their size and shape. Shish 
kabobs make an ideal grilling meal in my 
mind beeause they are easy and delieious 

Chicken, Veggie & Mushroom Shish Kabobs 

Makes about 6 shish kabobs 

3 chicken breasts (4 ounces each), cubed and marinated in Italian dressing for up to 6 hours. 

10 baby portobello mushrooms, washed 

2 bell peppers, any color, cut in square-like shapes 

1 large sweet onion, cut in sixths, divided up to be skewered 

6 skewers 

olive oil 

Begin to make your shish kabobs by sliding the ingredients onto the skewers. Any order is 
fine but placing the onion next to the chicken adds flavor to it. Once you have filled your 
skewers with all your ingredients, spray lightly with olive oil. Grill over medium/high heat 
for about 15 minutes for each side.

and, depending on the ingredients used, can 
make up most of your meal. I might add a 
side of rice or grilled sweet potato fries if I 
make sure to bulk up my shish kabobs with 
veggies. In my favorite shish kabob recipe, 
I use marinated chicken, bell pepper, onions 
and mushrooms. Don’t stop there, though, 
because there are hundreds of options when 
it comes to shish kabobs! — Allison Willson

Breadcrumbs 

Blending the perfeet eombination of 
herbs and spiees for dishes ean be a daunt- 
ing task. A little too mueh oregano or an 
extra pineh of eilantro, and the entire flavor 
of a dish ehanges in an instant. But using 
pantry-friendly ingredients like bread- 
erumbs saves time and effort when it eomes 
to seasoning some of our favorite dishes. 

Breaderumbs, traditionally a mix of dried 
bread and various seasonings, are used in 
numerous ways. From eoating fried foods 
to thiekening stews or even adding inex- 
pensive bulk to dishes like meatloaf, 
breaderumbs are the ideal pantry ingredient 
to have on hand. Piek up a box of plain, a 
box of Italian seasoned, and a box of Japa- 
nese-style panko breaderumbs to eover all 
of your eooking bases. 

I used breaderumbs in a traditional way 
this week in eggplant Parmesan. It’s a pop- 
ular dish with Italian roots most likely 
deriving its name from the Parmesan eheese 
used predominantly throughout the dish. 
The dish is typieally eonstrueted and served 
easserole style, with only a few slight vari- 
ations in preparation. 

Start by washing and eutting three medi- 
um eggplants into sliees (thickness may 
vary depending on preference). In three 
separate bowls, place flour, two eggs and 
breadcrumbs, respectively. Add salt and 
pepper to the flour, a splash of milk to the 
eggs and then whisk together, and grat- 
ed Parmesan cheese to the breadcrumbs. 
Dredge each piece of eggplant — first coat 
with flour, then with the egg wash (shak- 
ing dry any excess), and finally coat in the 
breadcrumbs. Set aside the coated eggplant 
on a foil-lined baking sheet. 

Heat a few tablespoons of olive oil to a 
frying pan. Meanwhile, coat the bottom of 
a 9 X 13 X 2 baking dish with a thin layer of 
your favorite marinara sauce. Once the oil 
is hot, begin frying the eggplant a few slices 
at a time. They’ll only need about 2 minutes 
on either side, until the breadcrumbs crisp 
and are slightly brown. Place the fried egg-

plant on a paper towel-lined cooling rack. 
Once all of the eggplant is finished, begin 
layering in the baking dish. 

Some recipes suggest layering like lasa- 
gna, with alternate layers of cheese, sauce 
and then eggplant. Since I cut my eggplant 
thicker, I decided to make just a single layer 
of eggplant, with overlapping pieces. Once 
all the eggplant is in the baking dish, top 
with additional marinara sauce and a gen- 
erous amount of Parmesan cheese. Bake at 
350 degrees from approximately 30 min- 
utes or until the eggplant is soft enough for 
a fork to pass through it easily. 

Eggplant Parmesan combines pantry- 
friendly ingredients in an easy to make dish. 
The breadcrumbs add dimension and texture 
while helping to cut down on the number of 
seasonings you need to add. For a lighter, 
healthier dish, some recipes suggest grilling 
the eggplant first, instead of frying. Combined 
with your favorite marinara sauce and a gen- 
erous dose of Parmesan cheese, this dish is a 
family favorite and great for any vegetarians 
in the room. — Lauren Mifsud

3 medium eggplants, washed and sliced 

1 cup flour, seasoned with salt and pepper 

2 eggs and 2 tablespoons milk, whisked 

1 cup breadcrumbs and 14 cup grated Parmesan cheese, combined 

2 tablespoons olive oil for frying 

2 cups (or more depending on preference) of marinara sauce 
Shredded Parmesan cheese for layering/topping 

Wash and cut the eggplants into slices (thickness may vary depending on preference). In 
three separate bowls add flour, eggs and milk, and breadcrumbs respectively. Dredge the 
eggplant first in the flour, then eggs, and breadcrumbs and set aside. Heat olive oil in a fry- 
ing pan and begin frying eggplant a few slices at a time. Once removed from the pan, set 
aside on a paper towel-lined cooling rack. Repeat until all eggplant is lightly fried, approxi- 
mately two minutes on each side. 

Coat the bottom ofa9xl3x2 baking dish with marinara sauce. Begin layering the egg- 
plant over the sauce with overlapping edges. Sprinkle with Parmesan cheese and add 
another layer of sauce. Top with any remaining shredded cheese, and bake at 350 degrees 
for approximately 30 minutes, until eggplant is soft and cheese is beginning to brown.

Honey 

I never really understood the appeal of 
honey. As a semi-neo-hippie, I have always 
figured that I should prefer natural, earthy 
honey to processed, refined, mass-produced 
white sugar. But I just didn’t. There was 
something about the flavor that just didn’t 
work for me. 

That was until I started trying locally 
produced honey from farmers markets and 
farm stands and friends’ backyard hives. I 
discovered that there is a lot more to honey 
that the uniformly pale golden stuff sold in 
little plastic bears at the supermarket. 

And after finding a particularly tasty vari- 
ety of honey at the Salem winter farmers 
market, I was determined to find a dessert 
that would highlight its distinctive sweet- 
ness. (Conveniently honey is the one food, 
aside from Twinkies, that pretty much nev- 
er goes bad, so I had some time to research 
and experiment.) 

Many of the recipes I turned up combined 
apples with honey, a pairing that sounded 
pretty scrumptious to me. But most of these 
cakes also included heavy spices, molasses, 
even coffee; I wanted something with fewer 
flavors to compete with the honey. 

I settled on adapting one of my favor- 
ite desserts - the rustic tart, or crostata, if 
you’re feeling fancy. The basic crust recipe 



any fruit. I have made tarts with apples, 
pears, and mixed berries. One of my favor- 
ites, before now, combined nectarines and 
blueberries. 

In this case, I piled the crust with a combi- 
nation of Fuji and Granny Smith apples (for 
both sweet and tart flavors), then topped the 
whole thing off with a honey-butter glaze 
and a sprinkling of almonds. An additional 
drizzle of honey right before serving adds 
an extra kick of earthy sweetness. Enjoy. —

Honey Apple Crostata 

This recipe starts with a crust from Mark Bittman s How to Cook Everything, and draws 
inspiration from a tartlet recipe in Bon Appetit. 

1 Vs cups flour 
F 2 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons sugar 

8 tablespoons cold unsalted butter, cut into about 8 pieces, plus another 3 tablespoons 

3 to 4 tablespoons ice water 
1 egg yolk 

3 medium apples, peeled and sliced 
F 2 teaspoon cinnamon 

teaspoon freshly grated nutmeg 
F 2 cup honey 

3 tablespoons sliced almonds 

Combine flour, salt and sugar in food processor; pulse once or twice. Add the 8 tablespoons 
of butter and process until the mixture looks like coarse meal, about 10 seconds. Trans- 
fer mixture to a bowl, add the egg yolk, and sprinkle 3 tablespoons of water over it. Use a 
wooden spoon to gradually gather the mixture into a ball; add more water if needed to make 
the dough come together. 

Make the mixture into a ball, wrap in plastic, and flatten into a small disk. Refrigerate for 
30 minutes. 

While dough is chilling, preheat oven to 425 degrees. Toss the apples with the spices. Melt 
remaining butter. Add cup honey to melted butter and whisk them together to form a 
thick glaze. 

When the dough is chilled, dust both sides with flour, and roll into a rough 9- or 1 0-inch 
circle. Pile the apples in the center, leaving a 1 V 2 -inch border. Working in a circle, fold up 
the edges of dough, pleating and pinching to form an outer crust. 

Brush the top of the fruit with the honey-butter glaze and sprinkle almonds over top of tart. 
Bake for 20-30 minutes, until dough starts to turn golden and apples are soft. Cool for at 
least 20 minutes. Drizzle with remaining honey before serving.

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Big wine in a small state 

Hermit Woods began with three friends having fun

Bob Manley and his wife lived in Cali- 
fornia for 1 1 years, spending mueh of their 
time traveling the eoast, exploring wineries. 
Their favorite part of their regular excur- 
sions came to be finding small wineries 
off the beaten path, wineries at which they 
could meet the owners and the winemakers 
and hear firsthand of their experiences. 

The couple brought their passion for 
wine and wine knowledge when they 
moved to New Hampshire but nev- 
er planned to have a winery of their own. 
“I assure you,” Manley said. “It would 
have been the last thing I ever would have 
thought to have done.” 

Manley opened Hermit Woods Winery 
in Sanbomton in June 2011 with pals Ken 
Hardcastle and Chuck Lawrence. 

Manley met Hardcastle not through wine 
but through beer. A mutual friend suggested 
that Manley, a homebrewer, attend a brew- 
ing class taught by Hardcastle. The pair 
became fast friends and bonded over their 
shared love of mountain biking, the activi- 
ty that helped them pick up their third wine 
musketeer. Chuck Lawrence. 

“The three of us began to know each 
other really well and found out we all had 
an enthusiasm for beer, wine and spirits,” 
Manley said. “And with Ken’s interest and 
knowledge of how to make it, and our inter- 
est in how to drink it, it was the perfect 
combination.” 

From there the three men began research- 
ing the wine-making process together and 
decided to plant a vineyard of their own 
before the thought of opening a winery had 
ever crossed their mind. 

“We were just playing around, having a 
good time learning and growing our knowl- 
edge,” Manley said. 

Armed with their interest and passion for 
vino, the trio traveled to other New England 
wineries to learn more from those making a 
living from the craft. 

“That got us excited about the possibili- 
ty that maybe this could be more than just 
a hobby for us,” Manley said. The men 
worked closely with members of the New 
Hampshire Winery Association to learn 
what they would need to make their dream 
a reality. They made 350 cases of wine and 
mead to sell during their first season — and 
sold out. The pals have 1 ,000 cases ready to 
go for the 2012 season. 

“I think we’re going to have a really good 
year,” Manley said, adding that he hopes 
to only sell out of particular wines as he, 
Hardcastle and Lawrence would like to try 
to age a few varieties this time around. “A 
lot of the wines we make would be well 
served if they were to sit around for a cou- 
ple years,” he said. 

Wines to try this season at Hermit Woods 
boast such flavors as kiwi, crabapple, blue- 
berry, honey, tomato and day lily. The Day 
Lily wine is actually a metheglin (a type of 
mead), as it has a honey base and a spice 
component. 

“Flowers don’t ferment on their own,”

Hardcastle said, adding that rhubarb serves 
as the third main ingredient in the blend. 

The day lilies are not the only wine com- 
ponent sourced from Hardcastle ’s property. 
When he purchased his Sanbomton home, 
he did not know that under the brambles 
and unkempt vines in his backyard laid a 
trellis of Marechal Foch. He now tends to 
the crop regularly and uses its fruit for the 
Old Vine wine at Hermit Woods. 

The Three Honey wine is made with 
honey from all around the state. When 
bees gather nectar from different types of 
flowers, they produce honeys of different 
flavors, colors and aromas, Hardcastle said. 
The body of the Three Honey wine is dark 
and robust from the goldenrods and asters, 
he added. 

“I shoot with what I’ve got and taste the 
honey; if as a blend it’s too strong I won’t 
use too much [of one type],” he said. Her- 
mit Woods’ Three Honey wine was recently 
awarded a silver medal by the American 
Wine Society. 

The winery’s Red Scare, a melomel (fruit 
mead) is made with local black currants, 
blackberries and honey, and Maine blueber- 
ries. The mead, named after Hardcastle ’s 
son’s college ultimate Frisbee team, was 
also made with Staghorn Sumac flowers to 
give it a better mouth grip and allow for it 
to age better. 

Maine blueberries are also used in the 
Petite Blue and Crabapple wines at Hermit 
Woods. Currants, elderberry and raspber- 
ries round out the deep blue-colored, dry 
blend that is Petite Blue, and blueberries 
are used mainly for color in the Crabapple 
wine. 

Heirloom tomatoes from a local farm 
are used in the tangy tomato wine at Her- 
mit Woods and are blended with rhubarb 
to balance the sweetness of the rich toma- 
to flavor, Hardcastle said. The tomato wine 
was recently used in a beamaise sauce 
made with Japanese Knot Weed at the win- 
ery’s release dinner at the nearby Steele Hill 
Resort. The Harvest Apple wine, a dry wine

made with local apples, was used in the 
resort restaurant’s lobster bisque. 

The trio has set up a “Hermit Cam” at 
the winery, which allows Web surfers to get 
a peek into the goings-on in wine-making 
room, in real time. Guests visiting the win- 
ery are always welcome to sample Hermit 
Woods’ offerings. 

“One thing most important for us at our 
winery is, as much as we want the wine to 
be important, for people to enjoy it and want 
to buy it, we want the tasting experience to 
be what we discovered in California,” Man- 
ley said. “People can come in and not only 
have an opportunity to buy wine but try 
wine they haven’t had before, learn about it 
... we want it to be an educational experi-

ence, an entertaining experience.” 

Manley said the goal of Hermit Woods is 
not to be a big winery but to be a winery 
that makes big wine. 

“We want to stay small ... we want to 
focus on creating a really high-quality prod- 
uct that is available in our local area and 
most of New Hampshire,” he said. “I don’t 
foresee wanting to grow outside of New 
Hampshire, really.”

Vinho verdes and a parakeet 

Wines from Portugal please the palate

Portugal is often overshadowed by its 
Spanish neighbor, but the truth is this lit- 
tle nation can hold its own when it comes 
to wine production. It has more than 10 
wine regions, each with its own charac- 
teristics and climate that affect the grapes 
grown there. 

Like Italy, Portugal has three wine des- 
ignations. The strictest is DOC or DOP, 
which is Protected Designation of Origin. 
This guarantees quality and authenticity 
from a place with specific characteris- 
tics. The second designation is IG or IGP, 
which stands for Protected Geographi- 
cal Indication. These wines come from a 
specific place, which is indicated on the 
label, and 85 percent of the grapes used 
in the wine must come from that region. 
Like DOC wines, IG wines are also sub- 
ject to strict rules, though IG wines can 
be labeled as “Vinho Regional” to indi- 
cate they are made from a combination 
of grapes within that region. The third 
designation is simply Vinho, the cat- 
egory that all other wines fall under. 
I stumbled upon a bottle of Portuguese 
wine a while ago, which piqued my inter- 
est in the country’s winemaking and 
varietals. I was only able to find two other 
bottles between my local grocery stores 
and wine and liquor outlets, but I was not 
disappointed by any of them. 

The first two bottles I tried were vin- 
ho verde, labeled for a combination of 
grapes grown in Portugal’s northwest 
corner region, from the Spanish border to 
south of Oporto. The name of this wine 
means “green wine” or “young wine,” 
as it is typically drunk very young and 
served chilled. Wines in the Vinho Verde 
region are grown in the cool, hilly areas 
in fertile granite soils next to rivers that 
flow from the eastern mountains. The 
result is a unique white wine that is low 
in alcohol content but fresh with acidi- 
ty. Vinho Verde is also the largest DOC 
region in Portugal. 

The first vinho verde, a 2011 Broad- 
bent, has notes of green apple, white 
peach and melon. It is more like a spar- 
kling wine, with a “crisp and zesty finish,” 
according to the winemaker. The fizziness. 


which is a vinho verde trademark, comes 
from the release of carbon dioxide dur- 
ing the maloactic fermentation process. 
This wine isn’t overly sweet, but is less 
harsh in dryness than some Champagne. I 
enjoyed the fizziness and see this as a per- 
fect summer or picnic wine, as it is light 
and low in alcohol content without being 
sickly sweet. The label is also very pret- 
ty; you can recognize it by a big, red and 
orange flower. It would be a nice addition 
to a summer barbecue. 

The second vinho verde was a 2009 
Casal Garcia. This wine is described as 
“young, fruity and delicate.” It is recom- 
mended as an accompaniment to light 
dishes or an aperitif. I didn’t find this 
wine as pleasant, as it lacked some of 
the fruitiness that the Broadbent had and 
was a little bit drier. Had I not tried the 
Broadbent first and enjoyed the hint of 
sweetness and fruitiness of that wine, I 
probably would have enjoyed this wine a 
little bit more. It also lacked some of the 
fizziness I enjoyed in the Broadbent. 

The third wine I tried was Jose Maria 
2006 Periquita, which is the oldest Por- 
tuguese table wine, produced in the 
Setubal Peninsula area. This wine dates 
to the early 1800s and is now export- 
ed all over the world. Here, the land is 
flat and sandy with the Serra da Arrabi- 
da Mountains running through part of it. 
The soil is mostly clay or clay-limestone, 
much different than the vinho verde area. 
“Periquita” translates into “parakeet,” 
and it denotes a common red varietal 
found in this area. It is sometimes used to 
make port wine. It is aged in French and 
American oak for six months to help it 
develop and soften. This wine from Jose 
Maria de Fonseca has aromas of red ber- 
ries, spice and cedar that leads to a soft 
and balanced palate, according to the pro- 
ducer. It is unfiltered and may have some 
sedimentation. Its recommended pairings 
are red meats, poultry and soft cheeses. I 
really enjoyed the nose on this wine, as 
it reminded me of merlot. It is very fruit- 
forward but light- to medium-bodied. It 
is dry in its finish, a little bit more than 
I like for just enjoying on its own, but I 
think it would be really good with food.

For flavors we got 
some spiee and that tangy zinness also with 
the fruit. Overall, a very smooth big wine 
and the perfeet eombination with grilled 
burgers or some ehops. 


Our seeond 
wine was a2006 
La Baronne 
Notre Dame from 
the Languedoe- 
Roussillon region 
of Franee ($8.99). 
This rhone-tyle 
wine was inky 
burgundy in eol- 
or with a nose of 
some fruit and 
that Freneh earthi- 
ness. For taste we got a bit of tannins, white 
pepper, tobaeeo and supple fruit. Really an 
exeellent value for the priee.

what you slaek-jawed Shins-ruined kids need right now, like if you were sitting waiting 
for a job interview and a 25-year-old Iggy just eold busted down the wall and blasted a 
guitar in your faee and sereamed a litany of random rebellion in your ear with onion 
breath.

I POP CULTURE; 

A little bit of everything 

Dabbling keeps Durham artist out of trouble

Jane Kaufmann likes to break rules and 
push boundaries. 

The 72-year-old artist, who is based in 
Durham and best known for her eeramies, 
diseovered her passion and talent for art late 
in life. After marrying a physieist at UNH, 
and having their first ehild in the 1960s, 
Kaufmann began dabbling in drawing and 
printmaking and eventually painting, elay 
and puppet-making in an effort to find some- 
thing to do and stay out of trouble, she said. 

Now, nearly five deeades later, Kaufmann 
is getting ready to retire her artist’s toolbox 
and is releasing her memoir. Unframed, 
whieh ehronieles her vibrant personal and 
professional lives. Coineiding with the 
book release, Kaufmann will showease and 
sell her work at New Hampshire Art Asso- 
eiation’s Robert Lineoln Levy Gallery in 
Portsmouth through the end of June. 

Kaufmann’s sense of humor is dry. She 
doesn’t take herself too seriously. She is a 
lover of letters and the words that eompose 
them. She tells stories through her art. She 
is an aetivist. 

“When my ehildren were babies, my hus- 
band would babysit, and I took one elass a 
semester at UNH,” she said. She started with 
a summer pottery elass and ended up buying 
an old kiln she found in town for sale. Then 
she took a printmaking eourse and bought a 
press to use at home. She kept learning and 
absorbing a variety of media and teehniques. 

Her memoir, whieh is being published by 
Big Brown Books of Portsmouth, is filled 
with snapshots of her life, from her first solo 
show at Colby Sawyer College in 1968 to her 
organized art happenings at Hampton Beaeh. 
It ineludes photographs of herself, family 
members and her artwork. Her ink seribbles 
fill margins and other spaees, almost as if 
you have borrowed her own personal eopy. 

Kaufmann says she was reluetant to write 
the story of her life in book form, but her 
husband and a friend persuaded her to do it. 

“It’s a different-looking book,” she said. 
“A erazy book. It’s part writing with pie- 
tures of everything I’ve done — not just 
pottery but drawings, watereolors, print- 
makings. ... The book is unusual things 
put together.” She says she wrote the book, 
whieh took her about a month, in parts that 
eould be moved around any whieh way. 

“I would sit down and say, ‘Today I’m 
going to write about the orbs — how I 
made them, what they were like, anything 
I eould think of.’ And then the next day. I’d 
say, ‘Today I’m going to write about polit- 
ieal aetivism,’” Kaufmann said. “I wrote a 
ehapter a day about different things I had 
done . . . and revised it a few times.” 

An English major in eollege, Kaufinann 
didn’t have trouble with the writing. She 
grew up writing letters to her grandmother. 
Kaufinann says the best adviee on writing she 
ever reeeived was from the late UNH pro- 
fessor Don Murray, who told her if she eould 
write “300 good words a day” she eould be 
a writer. Kaufmann was up for the ehallenge. 

“If you do it a lot, you get better at it,” she 
said of writing. “The more you’ve done, the

easier it beeomes.” 

For Kaufmann, who will eelebrate her 
50-year anniversary with her husband next 
year, everything in her life is intertwined. 

“I make artwork about my family, 
friends, my town, polities,” said Kaufmann, 
who has been a member of the New Hamp- 
shire Art Assoeiation for more than 40 
years. “Whatever happens that strikes me is 
what I make art about. It’s therapeutie. If I 
didn’t have art, I might get into trouble. . . . 
I was a bad girl growing up. I got married 
and had ehildren. When I had something to 
do, I fared mueh better.” 

Kaufmann transitions from medium to 
medium seamlessly. She’ll start with pot- 
tery one day and turn to painting when she 
gets bored, and by the next week, she’ll be 
on to printmaking or baek to elay, she says. 

Her exhibit at Levy Gallery will fea- 
ture her new book as well as the “different 
things I’ve made in my life,” she says, 
ineluding pottery, eomie strips, elay pie- 
tures of friends, prints, drawings, paintings. 

It is bittersweet to write about and take 
stoek of your life, to box it up to display and 
sell, she says. But “making the book sort of 
saves it for me,” she said. “Even if I sell all the 
pieees ... I have the memory and the book.... 
I don’t really mind getting rid of my work, as 
long as my ehildren have what they want and 
my friends have what they want.” 

This ehapter of Kaufinann’s life has made 
her realize just how mueh she has produeed. 
She has no plans of going anywhere any- 
time soon, she assures, but she wants to get 
her things in order, be ready for whatever 
the eoming years of retirement bring her. If 
past events inform the future, Kaufmann will 
eontinue ehallenging the norm and infusing 
humor into every new endeavor.

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Lizz Free or Die, by Lizz Winstead (Riv- 
erhead Books, 307 pages) 

Lizz Winstead is a eome- 
dian, eo-founder of The 
Daily Show and a regular 
_ eommentator on TV. 
Cover blurbs from other 
eomies eall her hilarious 
and invigorating, so it’s 
not unreasonable to open 
her memoir antieipating 
an hour of easy, raueous laughs. 

Instead, you get this opener: ‘T am the 
youngest of five ehildren, four girls and a 
boy, and was raised in a Catholie family in 
Minnesota. The sister who’s the elosest in 
age to me is six years older, and the eldest 
is 13 years older.” 

Well, OK. A slow start, yes, but the 
laughs are sure to begin. 

“And that is just my immediate family. If 
I eount just my mom’s side of our extended 
family, I am the twenty-sixth of twenty-sev- 
en grandkids.” 

I really want to like this book, if only to 
prove that a Glenn Beek listener ean appre- 
eiate an Air Ameriea eo-founder, but if she 
starts naming the 27 grandkids and giving 
their ages and plaees of birth, it’s going in 
the reeyeling bin. 

Blessedly, the genealogy ends soon there- 
after, although the thigh- slapping eomedy 
doesn’t take off for a while. Lizz Free or 
Die, despite its punehy, eonfldent title, isn’t 
sure what kind of book it is. The eover sim- 
ply says “essays,” as if a frustrated editor 
abandoned all hope of a eohesive narrative 
onee Winstead eonfesses to a teenage preg- 
naney and writes poignantly about taking a 
pregnaney test at a pro-life elinie and being 
told her ehoiees are “mommy or murder.” 

And then... 

And then... 

Well, we never find out the “and then.” 
We infer an abortion; we infer it went well, 
and that Winstead remains happy with 
the ehoiee she made. But we don’t know 
exaetly what happened, beeause right after 
revealing the positive pregnaney test, she 
drops the subjeet as rapidly as if her late. 


Catholie mother had walked in the room 
waving a “Choose Life!” banner. 

The ehapter ends, you turn the page, 
and suddenly, Winstead is being rushed by 
sororities at the University of Minnesota, 
and you’re left wondering if a page is miss- 
ing. But it’s not. That’s just Lizz, who hates 
most of all being “appropriate.” Whieh is 
good, sinee at one live eomedy show she 
has a wardrobe malfunetion that makes 
Janet Jaekson’s seem ehaste and demur. 
Nothing appropriate there. 

But don’t hate her beeause she’s literari- 
ly spastie and oeeasionally and aeeidentally 
obseene. Love her beeause of her message. 
Not neeessarily the one about liberals being 
God’s ehosen people while right-wing nut- 
job Tea Partiers are pawns of the devil, 
although if you agree with her on that, you 
might want to buy two eopies. 

But there’s a bigger message in this 
book, and it’s in the serious parts, where 
Winstead talks about identity, eourage, per- 
severanee, eonvietion and family. She talks 
about taking a bad experienee — like, say, a 
potentially soul-killing wardrobe malfune- 
tion — and turning it into a joke that kills. 

It’s uneven at times, but Lizz Free or Die 
tries to follow a timeline, from Winstead’s 
Catholie upbringing (she was rejeeted as an 
altar boy and wanted to be a priest), to her 
Prinee-infused young adulthood in Minne- 
apolis elubs, to her rapidly growing sphere 
of eomedie influenee. (Lewis Blaek, Raehel 
Maddow and Janeane Garofalo are among 
her friends.) Then eomes the rise and fall 
of Air Ameriea, the liberal talk-radio net- 
work from whieh she was ultimately fired, 
and she talks honestly about the problems 
with the endeavor. Charming and poignant 
essays on the deaths of her parents eonelude 
the book; it really is a mishmash of topies. 
And don’t piek up the book expeeting to 
find anything about New Hampshire; it was 
just an inspired title. 

Pre-existing fans will love Winstead’s 
stories; if you’ve never heard of her, not so 
mueh. Lizz Free or Die is a seattered show- 
er of a book: sunshine in plaees; drizzles in 
others. C+ — Jennifer Graham

A little bit of Cannes 

Find indie fiim fair in Loweii

The Pollard Memorial Library in Lowell, 
Mass., is going strong with its independent 
film night. 

The sereenings, whieh often feature 
foreign films, take plaee on the seeond 
Thursday of the month at 6:30 p.m. The 
library has sereened Norwegian films and 
Israeli films, as well as many internation- 
al film festival winners. Films often eome 
from festivals like the Festival de Cannes, 
the South by Southwest Festival and the 
Sundanee Film Festival. The Pollard, 401 
Merrimaek St., will feature King of Devils 
Island on Thursday, June 14. The 2010 film 
stars Stellan Skarsgard. 

‘Tt’s faseinating to see modem filmmaking 
happening in eountries you wouldn’t neees- 
sarily visit that often,” said Sean Thibodeau, 
eommunity librarian at the Pollard. 

Thibodeau reealled the sereening of a 
World War II film make by Czeehoslovaki- 
an filmmakers. 

“We’ve all seen a hundred World War II 
movies, but to see one from a Czeeh per- 
speetive is pretty faseinating,” Thibodeau 
said. 

The library has a subseription with Film 
Movement, an organization that works with 
libraries on the distribution of independent 
films. The organization sends the Pollard 
library a film about onee a month. Librar- 
ies sereen films onee, and then the films 
beeome part of the library’s eolleetion. 

The Pollard has been mnning its inde- 
pendent film night sinee 2004. He said the 
films draw four or five regulars eaeh week, 
and then “depending on the film and how 
interesting it is, we’ll get more or less,” 
Thibodeau said. 

“We have some regulars and some afi- 
eionados,” Thibodeau said, noting that all 
films and programming are free, whieh 
adds to the appeal. 

Usually, the library waits a few months 
before sereening films so the sereening 
doesn’t eompete with other area film hous- 
es, “just to give them a shot if they were to 
want to run it,” Thibodeau said. 

Thibodeau sereens all films sent by the 
organization in advanee and some don’t 
make it onto the library’s sehedule. He said 
some are not appropriate for a library, with 
Freneh films tending to be a bit more risque. 
The films are not rated by the Motion Pieture 
Assoeiation of Ameriea, so Thibodeau does 
offer the diselaimer that films should be eon- 
sidered for mature audienees. He figures most

films would probably be rated PG-13 or R, 
but beeause they are independent, they don’t 
go through the ratings proeess. 

Interest follows the normal library atten- 
danee patterns for adult programming. The 
library sees a lot of interest in the spring 
and fall, and attendanee dips in the winter 
and summer. If the film features a relative- 
ly famous aetor or aetress, it tends to draw 
more people. Skarsgard, who also starred in 
Pirates of the Caribbean, eould be a draw 
at the upeoming sereening. The sereening 
of Helena from the Wedding featured Gil- 
lian Jaeobs, who is known for her role in the 
television show Community. 

“Those are the bigger draws, when peo- 
ple are more familiar with the aetors or 
aetresses,” Thibodeau said. 

Attendanee bumps up a little when the 
library partners with the Lowell Film Col- 
laborative, whieh is an organization pushing 
for an independent film house in Lowell. 
The organization uses soeial networking to 
generate interest. 

“We get a lot of eollege kids, so it depends 
on whether sehool is in session,” Thibodeau 
said. “Early in the semester is better.” 

A few people make the rounds to loeal 
libraries that hold film nights, sueh as the 
Chelmsford Publie Library in Chelmsford, 
Mass. — “It’s a bigger sereen and it’s free,” 
Thibodeau said. 

It is an opportunity to see films people 
probably won’t see in big theaters. It’s also 
a ehanee to wateh films with others and to 
talk about the experienee, Thibodeau said. 

“The films are almost all offieial selee- 
tions, if not winners, in international film 
festivals,” Thibodeau said.

Snow White and the 
Huntsman (PG-13) 

Charlize Theron is the 
evilest of evil queens 
in Snow White and the 
Huntsman^ a movie in 
which those two titular 
characters are actually 
quite secondary. 

Because once you see Ravenna 
(Theron) talk to her ghostly golden 
buddy who lives in the mirror, once 
you see her bathe in something 
(milk?) that is then showered out 
on the peasantry, once you see her 
turn back into a human from a flock 
of inky ravens, you really aren’t 
going to care too much about Snow 
White (Kristen Stewart). Impris- 
oned by her stepmother queen after 


the death of her father. Snow White 
escapes just as the queen has decid- 
ed to kill her. (Why wait all those 
years? That is just one of the ques- 
tions this movie isn’t going to 
answer for you.) Ravenna sends her 
brother (Sam Spruell) to recapture 
Snow White, but he loses her in 
the dark forest, a creepy place most 
people don’t know well. She hires 
the huntsman (Chris Hemsworth) 
to help lead her brother to Snow 
White and drag her back to the cas- 
tle so Ravenna can eat her heart or 
something — something to do with 
her still beating heart (as an expla- 
nation as to why they don’t just kill 
Snow while on the road). 

But the huntsman is no fan of the 
queen, and after the queen’s brother 
taunts him by saying she won’t ful- 


fill her promise to revive his dead 
wife, the huntsman defects and 
helps Snow White get away. Even- 
tually, there are dwarfs (including 
but not limited to Ray Winstone, 
Ian McShane, Bob Hoskins, Toby 
Jones) and William (Sam Claflin), 
a childhood friend of Snow White’s 
and seemingly a good candidate 
for charming and princelike, also 
shows up to help Snow escape and 
eventually fight the queen. 

Not just fight the queen, but real- 
ly take it to her. With an army, which 
Snow leads, all Bella of Arc, decked 
out in armor. The scene where she 
rallies the men to fight the queen is 
nice, very St. Crispin’s Day speech. 
It’s no “Those are brave men ... let’s 
go kill them,” but then Peter Din- 
kledge’s Tyrion Lannister in HBO’s 
Game of Thrones is really owning 
the whole fantasy medieval thing 
right now. (An aside: If that’s what 
you’re looking for with this movie, 
save your ticket money and spend it 
at iTunes or with Comcast to check 
out Thrones. Even if you’ve never 
watched an episode before — per- 
haps especially if you’ve never 
watched an episode before — the 
last three episodes of the recent- 
ly finished second season is a good 
place to start.) This Snow White in 
theory would be at home on that 
show, though, with its magic and 
its battling rulers. Like that series, 
this Snow White is gritty and dark 
and all about the warrior spirit. 
But I couldn’t help thinking while 


I watched Stewart deliver what 
is supposed to be an impassioned 
bit of oratory what a much better 
moment that scene would be if she 
could, at all, act. I recall once think- 
ing that Stewart had some chops, 
though I no longer recall why. 
There are a lot of different ways 
she could have played this Snow 
White — as an angry girl bent on 
revenge, as a frightened kidnap vic- 
tim forced to face her prisoner, as a 
reluctant ruler who comes to accept 
her role. Stewart chooses instead to 
play her like, well, like a girl who 
might be fighting with her angsty 
vampire boyfriend. Without actual- 
ly being whiny, she brings a kind of 
whiny vibe to the role. 

Of course Snow White is a tough 
role to begin with. You name the 
adaptation — Disney’s cartoon, 
ABC’s Once Upon a Time, the recent 
Mirror, Mirror — the Evil Queen is 
always more interesting than Snow 
White. The Evil Queen has magic, 
that mirror, some sort of youth com- 
plex, she asks for the very Quentin 
Tarantino-like murder of Snow 
White by having her heart cut out. 
The Evil Queen is, in short, messed 
up. That’s a much more interesting 
character to watch than the girl who 
is super pretty and super nice. Oh, 
really, a bluebird alights on Snow’s 
finger? The Evil Queen hires a guy 
to put a girl’s heart in a box and 
bring it to her. Which one would you 
watch in a sequel? 

In Mirror Mirror, Julia Roberts 


plays the queen like she’s a snarky 
queen bee from Desperate House- 
wives Royal Kingdom, which was 
fun. Here, Theron plays her like a 
woman constantly in the throes of 
crazy rage. You suspect she might 
eat puppies for breakfast and spend 
her day pulling the heads off dolls. 
Theron makes her a fiery storm of 
a woman. She’s not a subtle charac- 
ter, to be sure, but, along with some 
truly nifty costuming and special 
effects that have her age and then 
get younger-looking, Theron’s per- 
formance makes her a compelling 
character, particularly in compari- 
son to Stewart’s tepid Snow White. 

And, the queen gets an inter- 
esting back story. She isn’t just 
obsessed with being fairest of them 
all — she’s power-hungry and uses 
her “beauty” to protect her in a 
world where it is the only power a 
woman can wield over men. It’s a 
nice little plot point, and her story 
makes more sense than other parts 
of the movie. 

Thanks to Theron’s performance 
and the truly captivating set design, 
the messy but watchable Snow 
White and the Huntsman manges to 
be a nice gloomy fairy tale. B-

Granite State Fest draws music lovers 

Event makes Concord a destination

A steady proeession of guitar eases, 
foot pedals and drums is hauled into the 
front room of the Coneord home of Seott 
and Katy Solsky. 

“This is the seeond wave — musi- 
eians are always fashionably late,” says 
a smiling Seott Solsky. An informal jam 
begins; Seaeoast drummer Mike Walsh 
plays a eomieally small drum kit that 
belongs to Solsky’s son. 

The kids are upstairs in bed, despite 
the din below; a look around makes it 
elear why. Musie is literally eoming 
out of the walls. A trombone, bouzouki 
and guitar hang in the hall aeross from 
a bamboo xylophone, a boxed harmon- 
iea and a vinyl eopy of John Coltrane’s 
Blue Train. Learning to sleep with a eel- 
lar full of noise is essential. 

The oeeasion is a housewarming party 
hosted by Solsky and his wife, Katy, but 
like most things the eouple does these 
days, it’s also a low-key fundraiser for 
the upeoming Granite State Musie Fes- 
tival. The two-day event happens June 
23 and 24, a showease of regional tal- 
ent eapped by headliner appearanees by 
Chris Robinson Brotherhood and New 
York jam roekers Assembly of Dust. 

Robinson’s set will feature materi- 
al from his just released album but no 
material from his former band The Blaek 
Crowes. After nailing down the sing- 
er for the festival’s final day, Solsky 
found him to be very relaxed, despite 
his star power: “He’s eoming with just a 
tour manager and a sound guy, very old- 
sehool ... and it’s been one of the easiest 
things to deal with planning-wise, no 
weird eontraet riders or requests.” 

Sixteen of the 21 aets are loeal, under- 
seoring the strong growth of original 
musie here in reeent years. 

“It’s been a joy,” Solsky says. “We 
basieally hand seleeted what we felt 
were the best bands in New Hamp- 
shire.” Dusty Gray and his band will 
open the festival; the singer-songwriter 
just signed with Big Yellow Dog Enter- 
tainment, the Nashville publisher behind 
hits by Lady Antebellum and Carrie 
Underwood. 

Also appearing are Gnarlemagne, 
offering a funk-infused New Orleans 
sound, and Tonkin Toys, led by jazz gui- 
tarist Dave Tonkin. With satellite radio 
playing its latest single, the blues-roek 
Ron Noyes Band is building an audienee 
beyond its home stage after a few years 
together and a pair of albums. On the 
other hand. Truffle is the longest-run- 
ning band on the bill — the jazz-fusion 
jammers formed in 1986. 

The Seaeoast band headlining Sat- 
urday, June 23, harkens baek to a time 
when the area seene was attraeting lots 
of national attention. Grooveehild, as 


deseribed in Mare Dole’s doeumenta- 
ry In Danger of Being Discovered, was 
a reeord deal away from being the next 
Nirvana. 

“I remember seeing them baek when I 
first started going to shows,” Solsky says. 
“I’m really exeited they’re eoming.” 

All proeeeds from the weekend-long, 
non-eamping festival will benefit Con- 
eord Community Musie Sehool, the 
largest employer of musieians in the 
area. Early-bird passes reeently sold 
out, but summer pre-sale tiekets are still 
available at $40. It’s a family-friend- 
ly show; kids 10 to 17 get half-priee 
admission, those younger than 10 get 
in free, and Sunday will open with six- 
time Parent’s Choiee Award winners Ben 
Rudniek and Friends. 

Asked to name the biggest ehallenge 
of getting ready for the Granite State 
Musie Festival, Solsky says, “I thought 
things would happen faster. They didn’t 
...it had a ripple effeet, and I feel like 
we’re a month behind all the time. 
Meeting people in the eommunity who 
volunteer and fundraise — that’s been a 
big surprise. Everyone is so thrilled that 
we’re doing it.” 

The festival is Seott Solsky’s vision, 
a natural outgrowth of his work as a 
professional musieian and musie teaeh- 
er at Coneord’s Shaker Road Sehool. 
But the team bringing it to reality is a 
eross-seetion of Capitol City artists, 
professionals, ereative types and entre- 
preneurs, ineluding Katy Solsky, who 
ereated the Coneord Arts Market and 
worked at Capitol Center for the Arts; 
she’s eurrently running her own publie- 
ity eompany. 

“The most valuable thing that I did 
was assemble the board,” he says. “My 
name is on everything, but it really is 
a group effort.” The get-together at the 
Solsky abode is the fourth in a series of 
house party fundraisers. Among the bar- 


beeued ehieken, eheese plates and fruit 
platters on the dining room table sits a 
donation jar. Though it’s teehnieally a 
housewarming — the eouple moved in 
earlier this year — guests were asked to 
support the festival in lieu of gifts. 

By 11 p.m., the jar is getting full. A 
spirited rendition of War’s “Low Rid- 
er,” led by her husband on guitar, wafts 
from the front room as Katy Solsky vis- 
its with guests in the kitehen at the baek 
of the house. 

“We had an amazing wedding and we 
have all the stuff we need,” she says. 
“This is a lot more important.”

For 89th Bike Week, Heat goes back to the ’80s

A long line in every northbound lane 
of the Hooksett tollbooth and the deaf- 
ening roar of two-wheeled four bangers 
up and down Route 3 are elear signs that 
onee again it’s Laeonia Motoreyele Week. 
The Lakes Region tradition is now in its 
89th year; appropriately enough, one Weirs 
Beach establishment is marking the end of 
the event’s 80s with a slate of big-name 
bands from the 1980s. 

Heat Restaurant owner Davida Cook 
remembers when LA Guns, Bang Tango 
and Quiet Riot helped define MTV. 

“That’s my era. I’m from the ’80s; I think 
it’s a hoot that they’re going to be here,” 
she says of the three bands, who perform 
Thursday, June 14, through Saturday, June 
16. Cook’s own passion is the punk rock of 
the time — Sonic Youth, Misfits, Bad Reli- 
gion — but she’s eager for the glam rockers 
nonetheless: “It’s a perfect fit for Bike 
Week and will be a lot of fun.” 

Local bands dominate the opening days 
at Heat. On June 9, Mindset X performs; 
the Manchester melodic metal band’s lat- 
est single is “Dirty Little Freak.” Ricky and 
the Giants, Tripwire and Jam Sandwich are 
among the other bands appearing during 
the week. All shows take place in the res- 
taurant’s new Benders Beer Tent. 

The seasonal venue replaces the efforts 
of the out-of-town company that ran enter- 
tainment in the past. 

“It’s more on me, so we’re trying a lit- 
tle harder,” says Cook. The three big-name 
shows will be $10 cover charge events: LA 
Guns on Thursday, Bang Tango on Friday 
and Quiet Riot on Saturday. All others are 
free, and everything is 21+. 

Benders will continue to host shows after 
Motorcycle Week. 

“I’m a huge fan of original local music, so 
what I try to do is bring a lot of punk bands 
from the area in,” Cook says. “We’re one 
of the only venues in the area that will have 
them. So we’ll be leaving the tent up all sum- 
mer and I’ll be looking for other shows.” 

Aerochix, a Boston-based all-female 
Aerosmith tribute group, will appear twice, 
opening for Bang Tango and Quiet Riot. 
The set spans the entire Aerosmith catalog. 

“You’ve got four decades of amazing 
music,” says Aerochix drummer Joni Seim- 
one. “The hardest thing for us is choosing 
what to play; we don’t want to leave any 
of them out.” Scimone, a Revere native, 
began attending Aerosmith shows during 
her 1980s high school days. 

There’s entertainment all over the region 
during Motorcycle Week, from big names 
at Meadowbrook (Sugarland and Cros- 
by, Stills & Nash each headlining shows) 
to free music at multiple locations. Over at 
Laconia Harley Davidson, it’s a full week 
with bands from 11 a.m. till 7 p.m. or so 
every day, beginning June 9 with the Bon 
Jovi tribute Living On A Bad Name. Oth- 
er perfomers at the cycle dealership include 
Southern Comfort Band (June 10), Truffle 
(June 11), Tore Down House and Eric Grant

(June 14) and Mama Kicks (June 16). 

The biggest biker bar in the world wel- 
comes another blast from MTV’s past. 
Rhode Island natives John Cafferty and the 
Beaver Brown Band rose to fame with the 
movie Eddie and the Cruisers and hits like 
“The Dark Side” and “Tender Years.” The 
group is still together (though keyboard 
player Bobby Cotoia died in 2004) and will 
perform a free show on Friday, June 15, at 
Broken Spoke Saloon (www.brokenspoke. 
com/ saloons/laconia) . 

At Naswa Resort, the Dan Lawson Band 
gets an early Bike Week start on Friday, 
June 8, in the NazBar & Grill, the start of 
a three-day run at the beachside party hav- 
en for the blues-rock trio. Monday through 
Thursday, “tattooed songbird” Jennifer San- 
tolucito performs in NazBar every day, with 
other local bands and DJs in the adjoining 
Blue Bistro. Bad Karma (Friday and Satur- 
day) and Nobody’s Fault (Sunday) close out 
the weekend at Naswa. 

Another hot spot is Paradise Beach Club, 
with Red Sky Mary, The Bars, Radio Edit, 
Fighting Friday, Tigerlily and Jimmy’s 
Down all booked to play. Most shows take 
place in the outdoor Patio Bar (weather 
permitting). 

The Laconia Roadhouse hosts free shows 
all through Motorcycle Week, beginning 
with Southern Breeze, Rebel Express, 
Hypercane and Nimbus 9 on Saturday, June 
9 (with a wet T-shirt contest sandwiched in 
between). Sunday, June 10, features Digger 
Dawg, Hot Tamales, The Josh Logan Band 
and Last Laugh. 

On Monday, June 11, a raffle and silent 
auction for the Autism Speaks charity pro- 
vides the lead-in to a free show from The 
Flutie Brothers Band, featuring ex-New Eng- 
land Patriots and Boston College star Doug 
Flutie. Other bands playing at the Roadhouse 
over the week are Last Kid Picked and Never 
in Vegas (June 12), Sum X 4 (June 13), Mug- 
sy (June 14), Mama Kicks (June 15) and Tom 
Dixon Band (June 16).

A night of laughs from women at Penuche’s

Lauren Bancroft decided last year to make 
it her goal to be on Saturday Night Live. 

“It’s kind of a lofty goal,” she said. “I 
realized I would need to start trying to write 
and do comedy while I’m here. I’m not in 
New York City, so I need to get some prac- 
tice.” She counts SNL funny ladies Tina 
Fey, Rachel Dratch, Amy Poehler and Maya 
Rudolph as some of her biggest influences. 

Bancroft, of Nashua, who now brings 
laughs to local open-mike venues up to four 
nights a week, will take the stage with a dif- 
ferent gaggle of fimny females at “15 Girls 
1 Mic” at Penuche’s Grill in Manchester 
on Thursday, June 7. She will be joined by 
comics Alynn Allman, Lindsey Anthony, 
Colleen Coughlan, Laura Crawford, Heath- 
er Goodwin, Sam J., Chrissy Kelleher, Ann 
Marie King, Kristin O’Brien, Dotty Park- 
er, Jane Pinkham, Liz Ridge, Danielle Soto 
and Shea Spillane at the show, which will 
be headlined by Alana Susko. Bancroft 
counts Susko as a mentor. “I’m really look- 
ing forward to her killing it,” Bancroft said. 

While only women will perform at the 
show, the material will be geared toward 
mixed audiences. 

“I generally have an idea of where I’m 
going to take a joke before I do a show, but 
if I see mostly women in the crowd, I might 
make a few lady-geared jokes — but that 
doesn’t necessarily mean it will be a wom- 
en fest,” Bancroft said. “I think some guys 
kind of look at it like that — women comics 
can only joke about stuff women get, which 
is not true. Not true at all.” 

Bancroft writes about her daily experi- 
ences and uses quotes from others as the 
base of her comedy routines. 

“I write about what I think is relatable to 
some people,” she said. “Not exactly topi- 
cal stuff, but everyday stuff.” 

The number of women taking the stage 
on the southern New Hampshire come- 
dy circuit seems small in comparison to 
the number of men, but the state’s funniest 
females are finally starting to get noticed. 

“Women don’t really get much respect in 
the comedy world . . . there are a lot of really 
talented people in here that no one has heard 
of that people should hear of,” said Ryan 
Bourassa, who serves as the regular come- 
dy open-mike host at Penuche’s and helped

organize the event with Susko and local 
comic Christopher Wayne Jackson. “We 
have some ridiculously talented people.” 

Susko and Bourassa have been pals for 
many years, even before Bourassa made 
his debut in the southern New Hampshire 
stand-up scene. 

“We wanted the opportunity to put 
together a show that would be meaningful 
to her and all the other women,” he said. 

Bourassa said that other than the sound 
guy, the ladies will have complete run of the 
house during the event. 

“It’s their night,” he said. Helen Carnate 
of the New Hampshire Roller Derby will 
emcee the event. 

Guests are asked to bring bras, new or 
old, to the performance. The bras will be 
donated to Susan G. Komen for the Cure, 
as will the proceeds from the 50/50 raffle at 
the show. Monetary donations for the chari- 
ty will also be accepted at the show. 

Bourassa hopes that if the all-female act 
is successful — he anticipates it will be the 
biggest show at the venue to date — he can 
hold similar shows in the future. 

“We have everything from the standard 
talking about the wife and kids ... to really 
vulgar comics,” he said. “It really appeals 
to a wide variety of audience members. It’s 
open to anyone with a sense of humor.”

NEWS OF THE WEIRD

The (Cockroach) Social Network 

No insect is in greater need of a public rela- 
tions boost than the cockroach, and Dr. Mathieu 
Lihoreau of Rennes, France, provided it in a 
recent issue of the journal Insectes Sociaux. 
Roaches are highly social, suffer when isolat- 
ed, recognize members of their own families, 
and appear to make “collective decisions for 
the greater good” of their community, accord- 
ing to a review of the research in May by BBC 
Nature. They act in “emergent forms of coop- 
eration” — “swarm intelligence.” Functioning 
mostly through chemical cues, they advise their 
homeboys where to find food and water, where 
the good crawl-into cracks are for sleeping, and 
how to stay attached to their social networks. 

Challenging Business Models 

• Dr. Jason Burke rolled out his “Hangover 
Heaven” medical bus fleet in Las Vegas in 
April, offering revelers a faster, clinically prop- 
er recovery from their night of excess drinking 
for a $90 to $150 fee. After giving their med- 
ical history, “patients” receive intravenous 
saline, with B and C vitamins and whatev- 
er prescription or over-the-counter drugs are 
appropriate, says Burke (a licensed anesthesi- 
ologist). No drunks are served; the patient must 
be in the “hangover” stage. One M.D., who 
hosts a radio show, told CBS News, “I think 
many doctors are kicking themselves because 
they didn’t think of this first.” 

• No Trademark for You: In April, Ala- 
bama’s alcoholic beverage control agency 
rejected Founders Brewing Co.’s request to sell 
its Dirty Bastard beer in the state, even though 
Founders pointed out that the state already per- 
mits another company to sell Fat Bastard wine. 
The agency acknowledged the similarity, but 
said Fat Bastard was approved years ago and 
that no one at the agency now recalls why. 

• In April, the Taiwan tabloid Apple Daily 
profiled a 27-year-old man who said he has tri- 
pled his previous salary by becoming a public 
snitch, turning in videos of litterers and spitters 
violating Taipei laws that reward informants a 
fee of one- fourth the amount of any fines. In 
the last two years, the man (“Chou”) said he 
has had 5,000 cases result in fines, for which 
he has been paid the equivalent of $50,000. He 
said he now teaches classes in snitching. 

Science on the Cutting Edge 

• Researchers Need to Believe: Surely the 
world’s longest-running science experiment 
is the 8 5 -year-old continuing project to visu- 
ally ascertain whether “pitch” (a tar) is liquid. 
Begun at England’s Cambridge University, 
the project is now housed at the University of 
Queensland in Australia, where the custodian 
believes the next drop (the ninth ever) will fall 
in 2013. The previous teardrop-shaped bead 
descended in 2000. 

• Dung beetles are known to researchers to 
roll perfectly made balls with their back legs 
and to periodically mount the balls, pirouette 
and climb down to be on their way. Emily 
Baird of Lund University in Sweden explained 
why in a January issue of the journal PLoS 
One: The beetles are gathering celestial read- 
ings to help shepherd their balls home, away 
fi-om predators. Baird’s specialty is learning 
how animals with tiny brains perform complex 
tasks, and to test the dung beetle, she patiently 
watched 22 of them guide their balls through 
an obstacle course her team created. 


Leading Economic Indicators 

• Only about 16 percent of stock market 
transactions consist of what most people think 
of as buying or selling of company or mutual 
fund shares (“real” investors, interacting with 
actual brokers). The rest, according to analysis 
by Morgan Stanley’s Quantitative and Deriva- 
tive Strategies group and covering October to 
December 2011, were performed by comput- 
ers acting automatically, at staggeringly high 
frequency, using software algorithms, buying 
or selling mindlessly, based on what trading 
firms needed to fill out their portfolios’ profit- 
ably on a second-by-second basis. 

• Two homeless, penniless men in Fres- 
no, Calif., are setting a high bar for frequency, 
and expense, of ambulance trips to the hospital. 
A 41 -year-old who says he has “a major prob- 
lem with my liver” and a 51 -year-old allegedly 
seizure-prone man called for a combined 1,363 
trips in 2011, which at the market rate would 
have cost them $545,000 (apart from evaluations 
by the hospital, which would have additionally 
cost more than $500,000), according to a Febm- 
ary investigation by the Fresno Bee. Taxpayers 
and the insured foot the bills (reduced somewhat 
because the ambulance company and the hos- 
pital take lower fees). Neither the ambulance 
company nor the hospital can refuse to serve the 
men, and attempts to talk the men out of the trips 
are either futile or too laborious for the emergen- 
cy technicians to attempt. 

Pet Mania 

• The expense of caring for a pet, at least 
among the affluent, appears to be recession- 
resistant, amounting to about $50 billion in the 
U.S. for 2011, according to a trade association. 
Much of that spending is on advanced medi- 
cal services such as bone marrow transplants at 
North Carolina State University (65 already per- 
formed) and stent procedures to open clogged 
bladders or kidneys (630 last year) at the Animal 
Medical Center in New York City. Said one man, 
who had paid about $25,000 to treat his 1 0-year- 
old dog’s lymphoma, “I wondered if I was doing 
this for selfish reasons. I asked myself, Tf I were 


a 10-year-old dog, would I want to go through 
this?”’ (Unfortunately, considering dogs’ short 
life spans, cancer remissions are almost always 
short-lived.) 

• But sometimes, the weird news is heart- 
warming. KTUL-TV, reporting in April on 
the Sooner Golden Retriever Rescue in Tul- 
sa, Okla., profiled Tanner (a Golden Retriever 
blind from epilepsy and suffering seizures, 
incontinence and biting frenzies), who took a 
shine to the arrival of Blair (a homeless black 
Labrador with a gunshot wound). Almost 
immediately, noted Rescue personnel. Tan- 
ner became playful, as Blair led him around 
the grounds in much the way that assistance 
dogs guide blind humans. Both dogs have thus 
staved off being euthanized and are being con- 
sidered for joint adoption. 

Least Competent Criminals 

Bad Strategies: (1) James Cmz, 58, was 
arrested in May in West Palm Beach, Fla., after 
allegedly pulling out a gun at a McDonald’s 
drive-thru lane in order to squeeze his car in 
ahead of another. The other driver backed off, 
but of course got a full view of Cruz’s license 
plate. (2) Two weeks earlier, in Wilmer, Tex- 
as, Keithan Manuel, 18, was arrested after he 
allegedly walked into the Wilmer police station 
with a white towel covering his hands, and told 
the dispatcher, “(G)ive me all your money.”
